Krauss, Mr. Buckner said, is the man 
who deposited ‘$200,000 in one month in 
a New York bank and who held a letter 
of credit for $50,000. He is the fifteenth 
man who has been arrested in connec- 
tion with the alleged conspiracy. Others 
are being sought. 

Mrs. Fuhrmann, it was said, first told 
her story to a Brooklyn newspaper, 
which forwarded it to Mrs. MaWel C.

EXPERTS DIFFER ON EFFECT 


To Begin Testimony Tomorrow 
on Whether “Jampots” May 
Have Cgntributed to Wreck.

LAKEHURST, N..J., Sept. 26,—Addi- 
tional evidence. that the jJampot’ covers 
were ‘still in position on the Shenan- 
doah's relief valves up to a short time 
before the ship was destroyed by.a Hine 
squall on the morning of Sept. 3 was 
disclosed here this ‘morning with ,the 
cross-examination of Chief Boatswain's 
Mate Mark J. Donovan before the, court 
of inquiry. 

These: covers are rubber devices of 
English invention, designed to prevent 
the leakage of gas from valves. Accord- 
ing to some dirigible experts, they are 
integded for use'only while the ship is 
in the hangar, but naval offleers here 
say tt Was: ‘customary to leave the cavers 
in position on the Shenandoah during a 
long flight; 

This was attested by Donovan, one ‘of 
the five mdf detailéd in the ship’s keel 
watch. He -told the court ‘that rip 
‘cords’ were in position on the valves, 
and that while nien were not at all times 
stationed sear the bags to pull these 
-rip cords, the .,riggérs were usually noti- 
fied from the contro! car when the work 
was going to be done and stood by 
ready for‘it. . 

Court Pursues Rumer. 


For some days a report has been cur- 
rént in Lakehurst that the rip cover 
on cell 13 was never pulled during the 
storm which demolished the Shenan- 
doah, .but this has been ¢mphatically 
denied by: officers on the ship.

If that does not take place, 
a hole will probably be cut. through with 
acetylene torches, as was the case with 
he 8-5, where men were rescued 
through a hole eut through the nose of 
their boat after it ~had been lifted to 
the surface. 

The records in the ease of the S-5 
make the best justification for optimism 
at the present time.

near Honolulu in March, 1915, the Navy 
Department did not have at hand the 
mane that is now available for 
rescue Work in connection with 8-51, and 
it -was impossible to raise the ¥-4 in 
time to avert the loss of the lives of all 
on board. But a deadweight of 250 tons 
was lifted from a depth of 305 feet in 
the open sea, In that accomplishment 
lies @ portion ef the faint hope that the 
8-51 may be brought to the surface be- 
fore the lives of all in her are extinct. 

It was apparent from what Secretary 
Wilbd? said, in commenting.oan the loss 
of the S-51, that he felt the City of Rome 
should have remained at the place where 
she collided with the submarine. Re- 
ports to the Navy Department indicated 
that through the departure of the City 
of Rome there had been_some difficulty 


on the part of the ships hurried to the 
scene in locating the spot where the S-51 
went down. 

At the same time Secretary Wilbur 
emphasized that he did not care to utter 
one word of criticism in,connection with 
the disaster. He said. that he would 
suspend judgment until all the facts 
were at hand. But. he intended, he 
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added, in obtaining those facts, to fol- 
low along the line of ascertaining how 
the collision came about and why ‘the 
City of Rome proceeded on her way 80 
soon. It was conceded at the Navy 
Department that there may have been 
a good reason for the course.of the .City 
of Rome, such 4s the necgasity of getting 
to a port where the three rescued en- 
listed men of the S-31 could receive hos- 
pital treatment.. But all this would be 
shown in due caurse, said Secretary Wil- 
bur, although he did not fail to mention 
in connection with it that he intended 
to bring to light everything concerning 
the actions of the City of Rome prior 
to and after the collision.

LIFEBOAT CHIEF'S ACCOUNT. 


He Tells of Two-Hour Search for 
Rest of S-51 Crew. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Sept. 26.—Raymond G. Kent, 
first officer of the steamer. City of 
Rome, who commanded the lifeboat 
which picked up the three survivors \of 
the submatine S-51, said today that 
everything humanly possible was done 
to save the crew of the submarine. 

All three of the men we picked up,” 
he said,’‘‘had been in their bunks near 
the hatch and had time to climb out 
before the submarihe went down. They 
were dressed only in their underclothes. 

After we had picked them up and taken 
them aboard the steamer, we stood by 
in the lifeboat] for almost two hours, 
but’ could not find any sign of any other 
members of the crew.’’ 

Frank Easley of Dalton, Ga., a third- 
year student at “the Harvard Medical 
School, who was a passenger on the 
steamer, gave valuable service in treat« 
ing the survivors, with the assistance 
of G. A. Bronsen Jr. of Dadeville, Ala., 
a student in the first year at the Har- 
vard Medical School. 

“When they were brought aboard the 
steamer all three were pretty well used 
up,” said Easley. “Geier was uncon- 
scious and Lira had a cut and bruises 
on his left leg, which he received when 
he becarne entangled in the antenna. 
They all had swallowed much salt water 
and suffered some from nausea. 

“We applied hot water bags and gave 
them not coffee, the best stimulant. we 
had, and kept them warmly wrapped up 
in blankets. We dressed Lira’s cuts and 
bruises. At 8 o’clock we took them to 
staterooms and they have seemed to be 
getting along fine.” 

Howard Shepard of Shrewsbury, a 
passenger, said’ that the submarine 
Bang 3 down quicker than chain light- 

“I had just*stepped out of my state- 
room, when the , came,”’ he said. 

When I reached the rail of the steamer | 
and looked down into the water I gould 
see three-men hollering for a line. 

The captain. had a lifeboat lowered 
very quickly. The three survivors were 
sleeping near the hatch and woke up 
when the water came pouring in on 
them. I guess they were the only ones 
that had any chance of living. The

“T was asleep in the battery compart- 
ment when I was awakened by the shock 
of the collision. I would say that the 
time of the crash was 10:30 o'clock and 


the S-51-was making about 12 knots an 
hour at the time. - There was a choppy 
sea running. ~ 

“Not knowing at the time what had 
actually occurred, I hurried’ on ~deck 
and there met Geler and Kile ,who also 
had hurried out from the battery com- 
partment which was forward of the 
conning tower, We found Commander 
Dobson already on the job, calling all 
hands to quarters. This done, he 
shouted out to the City of Rome offi- 
cers, ‘Please throw me a line.’

titude toward study. He said: 
'*‘Laginess, temporary enthusiasms and 
-pocial diversions often conceal ability 
from: any. but the keenest observer, 
- while ambition, reliability, patience and 
tability are frequently mistaken 
4 for it.. Essential as these latter qualities 
are for the highest success, they are 
not the same as native ability and must 

mot be confused with it. 
4 “The problem before the college is to 
Gevise some means of isolating the va- 
' rious human qualities, to call them by 
their right names, and to provide the 
kind of stimdlus best adapted to develop. 
gach. Until we possess some means of 
reasonable accuracy for determining 
these qualities it is only with a con- 
siderable lack of precision that we make’ 
plans for taking care of the gifted 
_ ptudent.

The reason for ‘a’ poér college record 
may be simple. or complex, said Dean 
Hawkes, who found that some. combina- 
tion of poor preparation, low intelli- 
gence, lack of money, poor-jJudgment “in 
extra-curricular work, Ui health, family 
trouble,: falling in love and laziness was 
résponsible for most poor academic 
work. i, 

“‘Some of these ills are remediable and 
do not mean that the boy is an un- 
desirable,” he added... ‘‘But. a diagnosis 
must be made, unless we make and 
adhere to a rule that failure-in a cer- 
tain number of courses means elimina- 
tion from college, regardless of the 
reason. 

“Every effort is made to find out the 
reasén back of the trouble, and, if pos- 
sible, to remedy it. If the financial 
sjtuation or the health conditions, or 
the family ‘trouble are alleviated, the 
student is allowed. to. proceed on pro- 
bation. 

“But if the conditions are too serious 
to be relieved, or if the trouble is with 
the disposition of the student, he is not 
allowed to register again until there is 
evidence that things will go _ better. 
Frequently a year at hard labor is ef- 
fectiye in renewing a right spirit in a 
slothful boy. - 

‘“‘The important point is that students 
are not subjected to the working 6f a 
rule that takes precedence over the 
judgment of those who know him best. 
He is not sent to another institution 
which does not ‘know him-at all, and 
which, for lack of knowledge, ‘ would 
probably make the e mistakes in 
dealing with him that we have made. 

‘“‘Im short, the policy at present in 
Columbia College is for us to burn our 
own smoke just so far as we can.” 

About half the students who enter 
Columbia College are graduated, Dean 
Hawkes disclosed. 

Says Closer Study Is Needed. 

“If we could really know our students, 
in their minds, their temperaments, their 
economic situations, their health, their 
ambitions, it is altogether likely that 
we could admit a freshman class, nine- 
tenths of which could graduate, instead 
of only about 50 per cent., which is 
approximately the present proportion 
in Columbia College,’’ ‘he said. 

“This would enable us to provide an 
education with the proper progressive 
steps, instead of giving the boy who 
can remain only one or two years, @ 
fragment of what is really intended for 
the four-year student. 





‘“‘The study of the individual indicates

OPEN FIRE ON PURSUERS 





Robbers Lie In Walt- Untill Men 
Return From Bank, Then Cow 
Them With Pistols. 





Five men, two of whom were armed, 
held up end robbed the cashier and 
timekeeper of a Bronx construction com- 
pany at noon yesterday and escaped in 
the cashier’s automobile with the $2,000 
payroll of the firm. As they fled ‘they 
fired a shot from the automobile at a 
number ot workmen who had dropped 
their tools and were giving chase. _ 
The robbery was committed at 165th 
Street and Anderson Avenue, where the 
Spadaccini Corporation, of 4,776 Third 
Avenue, the Bronx has men at work 
building a foundation for a new apart- 
ment house. During the morning the 


foreman, Irving Schwartz, ‘and some of 
the workmen noticed five men loitering 
in a partly completed building on the 
opposite side of the street. 

Between eleven o’clock and noon Am- 
erico Spadaccini, the cashier, and 
Nicholas Masragiasini, the timekeeper, 
drew the money for the payroll from 
the branch of the East River Savings 
Benk at 184th Street and Third Avenue. 
After putting the money into pay envel- 
opes, which were placed in-a tin h 
box, they drove to the construction job,

MADRID, Sept. 26.—Active prepara- 
tions are being made in the Government 
circles of Spain to restore constitutional 
government at an.early date—it is be- 
lieved in the first days of October. It 
is reported that General Primo de Rivera 
personally is directing the work of his 
colleagues at the same time that he is 
conducting the operations against Abd- 
el-Krim.. 

The Spanish Directorate appears to be- 
lieve that the Moroccan problem is about 

be settled, as a change from the Dic- 
torship to a Ministerial -Government 
will. not be accomplished until then, or 
at Jeast until the situation is greatly 
modified in Spain's favor. 

Cabinet positions in the new Ministry 
already have been assigned by Primo 
de Rivera, who intends to become Pres- 
ident of the Council. General Martinez 
Aniso is mentioned as Minister of the 
Interior and Admiral de Magaz as Min- 
ister. of Foreign Affairs. Two or three 
civilian political leaders will be ap- 
pointed to other posts, and General Jor- 
dana will be appointed High Commis- 
sioner of the Moroccan Protectorate.

peril?’’. writes, Mr. Garvin. ‘‘Among us 
the thing’ has become far wider than 
the name. There is where we differ 
utterly from the conventional notions of 
Unionists, Laborists and Liberals alike. 
One and all they miss the essential and 
underestimate contingencies. 

“Notably Mr. Baldwin’s Government, 
so far, has lulled itself in a fool's para- 
dise and made us all pay prodigiously 
because ‘it slept late. Just as the labor 
movement passed indgmattity: into s0- 
cialism because multitudes adopted. the 
thing before they owned the name, 60 
a large element of labor is now embrac- 
ing practical communism while repudiat- 
ing the description. 

“Two months ago the principal trades 
unions, many of whose members would 
join in denouncing nominal bolshevism, 
did in fact combine to take the nation 
by the throat. The Allied Trades Unions 
simply’ threatened that unless their own 
view was accepted they would paralyze 
the communications of the whole nation 
and cut off its vital supplfes. 

“This, we say again, was practical 
communism, or. not the kind that mat- 
tefs. It is a decision te hold up the 
country by force, unless their sectional 
ultimatum was obeyed. , By comparison 
with the meaning of this episode every 
other issue in public life sinks into in- 
significance. 

“Tt strikes at the basis of liberalism, 
which depends entirely on the idea of 
popular government through parliamen- 
tary sovereignty.”’ 

Garvin solemnly urges all qualified 
Britons, men and women, to join the 
recently organized ‘‘O. M. 8S.” (Organi- 
zation for the Maintenance of Supplies) 
formed to assume transportation of ne- 
cessaries in -case the transport workers 
go on strike.

MOSCOW MIXING IN DISPUTE 


Karakhan is Reported Anxious to 
Provoke the London Government 
Inte Taking Warlike Action.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—‘Our army is 
ready and its morale is excellent. If 
we should have to fight—which I don’t 
think likely—we shall certainly not shirk 
the issue.” So spoke Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha, Nationalist leader and dictator 
of the New Turkey, according to an 
interview purporting to have been 
granted by him at Angora to Dudley 
Heathcote, a writer on the Balkans, and 
published here in Reynolds’s Illustrated 

News. 

Coming just after the statement by 
Rushdi Bey, Turkish delegate at Geneva, 
that Turkey would fight rather than 
submit to the decision of the League or 
Hague Court favoring Great Britain in 
her Mosul dispute with the Turks, and 
after persistent rumors that the Turkish 
Arm is mobilizing, this interview has 
served to make the war clouds hovering 
over Great Britain and Turkey look 
darker than ever to observers here. 
Kemal is quoted as 

“Mosul is Turkish and nothing can 
ever change that fact, even bayonets. 
We want the whole former vilayet of 
Mosul on both sides of the Tigris and 
mandate or no mandate we will never 
abandon that view. Mosul is of supreme 
importance to us and we cannot afford 
to be without it. As every national 
frontier in Europe is today based on 
strategic considerations, we are merely 
following the general lead."’ 

Another thing aggravating the Mosul 
crisis is a report from:reliable sources 
that Soviet Russia is following her usual 
tactics and, fishing in troubled waters, 
is eggin Turkey to defy Great Brit- 
ain in the Mosul dispute. It is stated 
here tonight that recently Karakhan, 
Soviet envoy to China, who is now in 
Europe, told the Turkish diplomatic rep- 
resentative at Moscow that Angora 
should not spare efforts to provoke the 
British Government into taking warlike 
action against Turkey.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—M. Caillaux 
spent the afternoon collecting and sift- 
ing the elements of the second French 
proposal that will be placed next Mon- 
day before the American commissioners. 
Last night and: this morning. his 
colleagues of: the French deputation 
gathered around him and, at the con- 
clusidn of a lengthy discussion; agreed 
with him’ as to the broadest principles 
that are going to be acted upon. Simul- 
taneously,.'the* French Minister of Fi- 
nance is continuously keeping in touch 
with Messrs. Mellon, Winston, &c. 

Last ‘Thursday’s French proposals 
fell somewhat short of the scale of pay- 
ments embodied in the Caillaux+ 
Churchill scheme of August, 1925, a 
scheme, let us keep it in mind, which 
so far never was finally sanctioned by 
the, French Government: Folléwing on 
the reception of that document, the 
American commissioners withdrew in 
the direction of the Anglo-American 
agreement of 1923, which, if applied to 
the French debt, would be translated ‘in 
the payment of annuities varying be- 
tween °$147,000,000 and $170,000,000. 

But as a matter of fact there is* evi- 
dence that while the well-known view of 
the American commissioners: wére re- 
asserted as to that ‘‘standard,’’ it was 
indicated that in the case of-France the 
reduction to which reference was made 
in our telegram of yesterday would. be 
conceded. As to the memorandum which 
came rather as a surprise to the French 
delegation. on Friday morning, there is 
some reason to believe that it was 
hastily put in shape while the French 
delegation was kept waiting in another 
room of the Treasury, and it does not 
mean worse than it actually says.

It was fore- 
ordained that the Assembly could not re- 
peat the brilliant work of last year, when 
in a single instrument it made an effort 
to counteract all causes leading to war. 
It is commended here this year for the 
manner in which it set to work to ac- 
complish the same end by attacking 
causes separately and applying reme- 
dies to individual cases.

Microphones and Amplifiers to 
Carry Speeches to Every Cor- 
ner of the Chamber.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—The almost sa- 
cred precincts of the House of Lords is 
to be “invaded” by wireless, The no- 
toriously defective acoustics of the 
chamber in which Britain’s most digni- 
fied leaders solemnly make known their 
thoughts to the Empire has long been 
the subject of violent protests expressed 
by representatives and the public, who 
sit in the gallery but cannot hear the 
speeches. 

By means. of microphones and con-~- 
cealed. amplifiers the speeches of the 
distinguished Lords are now to be 
broadcast to every corner of the cham- 
ber, .Correspondents will be provided 
with double head phones. 

Similar amplifyingg carried out with 
success in the Senate chamber ‘at Wash- 
ington inspired the House of Lords ex- 
periment. The:Lords’ benches will be 
provided with twenty single sterling ‘sil-. 
ver head phones or handles on the order 
of lorgnettes. 

One observer said it was to be hoped’ 
that the improved facilities would not 
result in the speeches being longer as 
well as louder.

PROBLEM FOR THE NATIONS 


: Weakness of Peking Will’ Make 
It Difficult to Carry Out De- 
cisions of the Conference. 


HOW THE SYSTEM. AROSE 


Western ideas of Use of Armed 


Force Were Introduced Into 
China by Way of Japan.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 27.—There is a defi- 
nite relation of what broadly is termed 
“militarism” in China to the entire 
group of matters included in tariff re- 
vision and tariff qutonomy and any pro- 
posals to apply foreign financial help in 
the reconstruction ’of this nation. 
But first it is necessary to make plain 
that what we term militarism here has 
different characteristics from what is 
meant by “the same term in Western 
countries. In America and Europe mill- 
tarishm has come to be understood as 
derived primarily from acts and policies 
of Governments. We speak of milita- 
ristic nations (really meaning Govern- 
ments), and in this connection we con- 
sider a people militaristic only as they 
appear to become nationalistically im- 
bued with that spirit by reflex from @ 
military oligarchy. When Governments 
~ Set together in conference to try to re- 

duce and limit armaments they may do 
that because of pressure of public 
opinion on them; but it is assumed, and 
usually it-is a fact, that the Govern- 
ments can carry out what they decide 
to do. ‘Whether a Western nation is 
Judged to be milifaristic is according to 
acts and policy of its Government. 

The existing militarism pf China is not 
derived from what passes for the Na- 
tional Government of China. It was not 
even created by the Government and it 
is not supported by the Government. 

Yet the modern militarism of China 
did have its beginnings with the Central 
Government of the nation. Primarily it 
Was a reaction from the military im- 
perialism of Europe and it was com- 
municated to China by way. of Japan. 

The Government of Japan, having 
studied the political*and diplomatic and 
military methods of.Europe, quf€ttly . set 
about to get organized on that basis, 
and having somewhat unostentationsly 
gained a degree of military and naval 
preparedness, it astonished the world by 
defeating huge China easily in the war 


of 1894-5. Theregfter militarism in 
modern form. hit ina with full force. 
The principal powers of Europe, seeing 
how weak in a military way China ac- 
tually was, commenced a steady im- 
perialistic pressure on her, which was 
continued almost without relaxation un- 


til a few years ago. 


China’s Long History of Wars. 

To say that China for a long time was 
mon-militarist is not to mean that the 
Chinese. ever were unmilitary. Rather 
the contrary is so. The history of 
China is a long record of wars, some of 
them of stupendous sweep and extended 


duration. Since time immemorial the 


Chinese have fought among themselves 
and with the contiguous Asiatic tribes 
and nations for their national exist- 
ence and expansion, just as biologi- 
cally they have moved on the principle 
of survival of the fittest. That Chinese 
were not always what we term a pacific 


people is worth remembering now. 
When the militarism of Europe was 
transplanted here “something | was 
started’’; &s also was so in Japan. 
After the disaster of the China-Japan 
war the Peking Government ordered Li 
Hung Chang to reorganize the Chinése’ 
army on modern lines, and a beginning 
was made, Li Hung Chang put a good 
deal of confidence in a young mandarin 
protége of his who then was coming to 
the front~Yuan Shih K'al. The real 
start at creating a modern army in 
China was made by Yuan when he was 
JSGovernor of Shantung' Province and 
later when Viceroy of Chihli Province. 
Yuan took a leaf from Japan's book 
and employed foreign military instruc- 
tors. In a few years he had one good 
division of troops. 
So modern militarism in China was 





ated quickly, especially by a nation in 
such a decaying state as China was 
then. Progress was slow, and mean- 
time the Chinese Government had no 
more effective means to fight off foreign 
imperialistic pressure than by playing

The Tuchuns jand Field Mar- 
shals and Tupans and their under- 
strappers find it is easier nowadays 
- simply to hold back the fungs derived 
from their territories, and to create new 
sources of revenue in the regions they 
control, than to forward\ funds to 
Peking and trust to good foftune and 
political expediency to get some of the 
money back. 

And here an anomaly enters. In recent 
years the national Government of China 
would be practically destitute of funds 
except for the fact that because of for- 
eign administration of certain revenues 
there are from time to time surpluses 
which get to Peking since, as conditions 
have been, the militarists are unable to 
lay hold of them. For this reason there 
exists a degree of interest among offi- 
cials of the Peking Government to carry 
on the foreign administration of the 
maritime customs and salt gabelies, 
and some foreigners in China and some 
foreign governments seem to believe that 
this set of circumstances will make it 
feasible to apply a plan of foreign 
financing to China and carry it through 
under the old system., That idea had 
mere ad support it a year ago than it 





Wars of Rival Tuchuns. 


These little China wars start when- 
ever an important Tuchun or Field Mar- 
shal thinks he sees a chance to extend 
the territory under his control by tak- 
ing a province or part of a province 
from a rival militarist. Of course, every 
time’there is a war it threatens to up- 
set the whole balance of political and 
military power.among the Tuchuns, so 
each war starts a vast amount of 
scheming and intriguing, ané usually 
brings into play the Oriental methods 
of bribery and treachery. When some 
kind of a decision is reached or when 
a military stalemate is arrived at a 
new set of deals in the Tuchunate are 
made and things quiet down for a 
while. 

On the. face of this situation any at- 
tempt to reduce provincial revenues or 
to take from these revenues, and in 
some way pass along to a national Gov- 
ernment at Peking funds which at pres- 
ent the Tuchuns and militarists con- 
trol, is likely to encounter their opposi- 
tion, and while they may be antago- 
nistic in personal and internal political 
matters, they probably will unite on this 
question. If they do, it is very un- 
likely that any Government at Peking 
can proceed in the face of such opposi- 
tion. ‘Therefore, in the background of 
any treatment of tariffs and other 
sources of revenue in China stands this 
thing we term militarism, which wants 
to maintain itself and™ to carry on its 
projects. 

It is evident that Tuchunism now does 
not want to have areal national Gov- 
ernment restored in China, and so any 
effort of foreign powers and foreign fi- 
nanciers to build up such a Government 
at Peking conflicts with the tdeas, the 
present interests and the ambitions of 
the Tuchunate. 

A Central or South China Tuchun fe 
apt to reason that if a way is provided 
to give the Peking Government a large 
ahd. -dependable revenue it will.not de 
him any good; on the contrary, the 
money will go to Charg Tso-lin or tuo 
Feng Yu-hsiang, or would be divided 
between them,. As it looks to a Tuchu2 
in Southern China the net result «f 
that condition will be to make the North- 
ern Tuchuns more powerful and to giv? 
them addittonal funds to strengthen 
their armies and maybe to extend their 
control over South China. 

National unification is a crying need 
for China and in theory every ‘Tuchun 
and militarist advocates it. But if one 
gets under the surface it is learned that 


each’ big militarist believes in a united 
China only if he is to head the Govern- 


ment, and unless he can head a united 
Government a Tuchun prefers to hold 
what he has. A Tuchun knows about 
what he gets and can squeeze out of 
the territory he controls and he has +o 
way of knowing how. he.will fare tn 
a financial and political way under a 
real national Government. 

An example of how an additional reve- 
nue, presumably for the Peking Govern- 
ment, may be distributed was provided 
recently when by settlemeht of the ‘‘gold 
franc case’’ the Chinese Government 
secured the release of a few million 
dollars. It transpired (if the unanimous 
reports of the Chinese press are to be 
credited) that the ah eater part of this 
money was divided between Chang Tso- 
lin and Feng You-lisiang, and the na- 
tional Government got very. little. 

Application of the foregoing reasoning 
to any attempt by an international con- 
ference to revise the likin and other 
purely internal taxes of China, or to 
abolish them and concentrate the tax 
system of the nation in a few indirect 
forms under foreign supervision, is plain. 
Also the difficulties of Boge her ge treati 
which may be to that effect wi 
a powerless Government at Peking are 
evident. 

Fundamentally Tuchunism (militarism) 
in China’ is for tariff autonomy, for un- 
der tariff autonomy .the real rulers of 
the country can fix the taxes about as 
they please and can spend the revenues 
as they want to. ‘Tuchunism is not 
much interested in tariff revision under 
the terms of the Washington treaty.,

HIS DISTINGUISHED SERVICES 


Former Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Is Main Hope of the British Em- 
pire to Calm Labor.

At a time when pessimism seems to be 
che order of the day abroad and gloom 
the dominant note of the public utter- 
ancés 6f the political, industrial and 
commercial leaders of the Old World, as 
well as their organs of the press, it is 


refreshing to welcome to America, as 


easily the most distinguished of the for- 


eign delegates to the impending Inter- 
Parliamentary. Union Congress at Wash- 
ington next week, a statesman s0 
cheery, so sunny tempered and so con- 
tagiously happy as the Right Hon. Sir 
Robert Horne, whom his Ministerial col- 


leagues and _fellow-legislators in the 
House of Commons have long since 


dubbed with the popular appellation of 
“Hail, Smiling Horne.” According to a 
cable message I received from him, he 
then expected to arrive in New York 


party on the Caronia but a few days 
later. 


As former Chancellor of the Exchequer 


he had a weighty voice in al) the ar- 
rangements for the funding of the Brit- 
ish war debt in America, and as one of 


the most farsighted and broad-visioned 
of European financiers always took the 
ground that it. would be to the disad- 
vantage of the British Empire, from.an 
economic point of view, to accept any 
concellation.of the debt, even if it were 
offered by the United States. In fact, 
no one has played a greater role in the 
re-establishment and stabilization of 
British credit in America-and, indeed, all 
over the world following the World War 
than Sir Robert Horne. 

In this connection it is well to bear in 
mind that he is a Scotsman and be- 
longs to that thrifty nation which has 
from time .immemorial been renowned 
for its appreciation of the true valueof 
“‘sax pence’ and with the ingenuity of 
being able to make a shilling go fur- 
ther than any other of the hundrdeds of 
races subject to the sceptre of King 
George. It has been said of many of the 
British statesmen who hail from that 
““Land o' Cakesg,”" to the north of the 
Tweed, that they were “‘half Scotch and 
half soda.’’ No’ one would ever dream 
of making any such remark about Sir 
Robert Horne. He is in the very best 
sense of the word ‘‘all Scotch’’ and ‘‘pre- 
war Scotch” at that. He has a verv 
keen. sense of infectious humor. His 
blue eyes, looking out from beneath a 
pair of bushy eyebrows, are seldom 
without a merry twinkle, and,.by the 
impression of sincerity which they con- 
vey, inspire and invite confidence. Tall, 
stalwart, clean shaven and gifted with a 
most’ persuasive voice, he has achieved 
the reputation of being the very best 
story teller in Parliament. With his rich 
fund of anecdote and:-readiness of repar- 
tee, ‘there is very little room for ennui 
wien *he is around. 

He Is Fond of’ Dancing. 
Under the circumstances it is not as- 


tonishing that he should be in great .de- 
mand for dinners and dances in Lon- 
don—he is very fond of dancing—and a 


most welcome guest at country house 
parties. Sir Robert prefers walking to 
motoring or riding, plays a sound game 
of bridge and golf well enough to enjoy 
it, is unmarried, and whenever he. finds 
a@ moment of Icisure he’ runs ~~ from 
London to Edinburgh to visit his old 
mother, to whom he is deeply devoted, 


She often refers to the fact that when 


her ‘“‘Bobby’”’ was a boy she was always 
“praying to God to make him a minis- 
ter like his reverend father of the Sla- 
mannan manse.””

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THE VICE PRESIDENCY. 


“In today’s instalment of his recollec- 
tions Mr. MARSHALL makes an estimate 
of the place and importance in our Gov- 
ernment of the Vice Presidency—an of- 
fice which he filled for eight years. His 
humorous and deprecatory attitude to- 
ward anything which he himself ever did 

seems slightly to overweight the balance 
of his judgment in this matter. He 
would seem to agree that the proper of- 
ficial title for the Vice President is His 
Superfluous, Excellency. He speaks of 
the social functions of the Vice President, 
who often finds himself, to his own sur- 
prise, made a society lion for a few sea- 
sons. Then there is the Vice President 
as a sort of public curiosity, to be pointed 
out by the guides in his little room-.in 
the Capitol as a peep-show for visitors. 
To one group of them Mr. MARSHALL 
said: “Either throw me some peanuts 
or come in and shake hands.” 

‘In his own person and his service as 
Vice President, Mr. MARSHALL furnished 
proof that the office can be made useful. 
It has functions other than that of pro- 
viding an official to succeed the Presi- 
dent in case of death or disability. As 
presiding officer. of the Senate, he has 








duties the faithful discharge of which 


may be not only highly instructive and 
disciplinary to himself but useful to the 
public service.“ Despite the hampering 
rules of the Senate, a skillful and tact- 
ful Vice President can often do much to 
expedite business, to smooth out parlia- 
mentary tangles, to bring about ‘compro- 
mises and to allay personal animosities 
roused by debates. Mr. MARSHALL says 
nothing of his own achievements in these 
lines, but there are plenty of Senators 
still living to testify to them. He was a 
good presiding officer, alert at all times 


to push bills gently along so far as he,

friendly and personal contacts with mem- 
bers of both parties in the Senate that

“WHITTLING DOWN”. BU- 
REAUCRACY. 


In The Nation’s Business magazine, 
Senator Curtis, Republican leader’ of the 
Senate, has a beautiful dream of reduc- 
ing taxation by $200,000,000 a year. 
Bureaucracy is to be “ whittled down to 
“a business basis. Lop off all the use- 
“less offices and all the collateral waste 
“that has grown about them.” The in- 
tention is sound. The trouble is to carry 
it out? What are “useless offices”? 
Every bureau and commission regards 
itself as indispensable. “ Abolish every 
“ other Chamber of Circumlocution, if you 
“ please, but this one is vital.” _ All the 
superfluities hang together and oppose 
their power of inertia and their influ- 
ence to.any scheme of reform; and .Con- 
gressmen have to be tender to their 
friends. Remember how the Harding- 
Brown plan for reorganization dwindled 
and dawdled. Mr. Curtis admits that 
“some of the most useless ” Government 
parasites “ have developed the strongest 
supporters and defenders.” 

He isn’t impolite or imprudent enough 
to say that Congress is not eager to 
“whittle down” bureaucracy. . Mr. Cur- 
TIS says that abolition and consolidation, 
‘treated in detail, will be weartsdine and 
confusing, producing sterile acres of dis- 
cussion, mostly without. result. If the 
taxpayers get it into their heads that 
many millions of dollars are now wasted 
- by the Government on futile offices, Con- 
gress will have to do something; and it 
can pass a long retrenchment-and-con- 
solidation-of-offices act just as well as 
it can pass a revenue law or a tariff 
law, neither of them exactly a short 
story. Senator,CurtTis has what he calls 
“a practical method” of getting the 
do-able and long-undone thing done. Give 
the President “ full-authority to transfer 
“bureaus from one department to an- 
“other and make such consolidations as 
“he thinks for the best interest of the 
“ public service.” 

Isn’t this a fantastic rather than a 
practical method of settling the ques- 
tion? Would or should Congress—except, 
perhaps, in the gravest national emer- 
gency—so consent to part’ with its power 
and -allow the Executive a free hand in 
unmaking and remaking its own crea- 
tions?. If it did, would a prudent Presi- 
dent, necessarily subject to political con- 
siderations, wish to undertake the task? 
Could even the most conscientious of 
Presidents be trusted to perform it as 
rigidly and impersonally as it should be 
performed?. Mr. Curtis is on the wrong 
track. Offices’ have increased, are in- 
creasing and should be diminished. But 
don’t try to do too much at one time. 
Put the new tax law through: - Then, 
having knocked off or relieved taxation 
now unnecessary or unproductive, begin 

to “whittle down” bureaucracy “to a 
Gialness basis.” 

It will be a long job. Democrats, who 
can be depended upon to be much more 
ardent on the subject than they would.

When the Interparliamentary. Union 
was founded ‘in 1887 the world was living 
in what has latterly come to be described 

s-a@ fool’s-dream of liberal optimism.

Representative government pre- 
vailed in the great majority of the civi+ 
lized nations and was destined to conquer 
the rest. The Union was created for the 
purpose of extending the parliamentary 
idea to international affairs, though in 
‘@ modest way, The Interparliamentary 
Union is not an official ‘body. . Atten- 
dance at its meetings is. open ‘to.every 
member of every national legislature, } 
and,’ incidentally, they pay their own 
traveling expenses. Its primary purpose 
was to- foster the principle of interna- 


fact, that the Union sought to create 
within the various legislatures groups 
for the conversion of their own Govern- 
ments to the idea of peace. among the 
nations. Obviously, the work of con- 
version has gone far. The maintenance 
of world peace has been taken_over into 
the agenda of the Governments. 
Nevertheless, the parliamentarians 
who assemble in Washington will be 
meeting at a time when the very idea 
of parliamentarism is apparently under 
a cloud.. We are being constantly as- 
sured that democracy today is on the 
defensive. It follows that representative 
government, which is the nursling of 
democracy and its nurse, should share 
in the decline of fortune. 
democracy itself has not been questioned, 


itself with regard to the legislatures of 
‘democracy. To men eager to save and 
uplift the people by short-cuts these as- 
semblies of “talkers,” etymologically, 
have seemed to degenerate into mere 
chattererg, the “parler” to have sunk 
into palaver.

That sturdy old imperial frontiersman, 
Senater THomas H. BENTON, was the 
first man in Washington to perceive the 
value of this trade; He saw. that it 
meant money in the pockets of his fellow- 


Missourians, and that it would open up | 


new territories to the restless Western- 
‘ers. As a great believer in the “ mani- 
‘fest destiny ” of the American people to 
occupy and rule over the entire Western 
part of the continent, he welcomed this 
penetratién which, though peaceful, 
would surely hasten the ultimate ac- 
‘quisition of the Southwestern country by 
the United States, and accordingly, ‘in 
1825, succeeded in getting the Senate to 
appropriate money to mark the trail. 
This passion for expansion was half in- 
stinctive and half reasoned, ‘The reports 
about the New Mexican territory were 
not especially encouraging. Of Califor 
nia little was known even by such devout 
Westerners as BENTON. Texas. was. a 
much-desired goal, and the frontiersmen 
of the day were filled: with enthusiasm 
about the plains of the Southwest. .They 
sensed the future greatness. of. the/coun- 
try#.. Undoubtedly those who reached the 
Rio Grande in Northern New: Mexico— 
some approached Santa Fé from’ the 
southern. passes:and some by way of the | 
Indian village of Taos—fell: under the 
spell of that glamourous land just as have 
so many who have.since seen it. To be 
sure, it held small promise as a farming 
community, but,it was one of the outlets 
for Mexieo and one of the important cen- 
tres for the Indian trade. 

After the ’50s the Santa Fé Trail 
ceased to be ag.heavily used as at first. 
Much of the California traffic went over 
other routes. When the old Atlantic & 
Pacific Railway was built it followed the 
general line of the trail. In the last few 
.years the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
Railroad, which has taken over the earlier 
line, has built numerous cut-offs which 
depart from the first survey. For many 
years after the railroad was built the old 
trail was in disuse. except for local 
traffic. But the age of the flivver 
brought about extensive touring, which 
in turn necessitated the rebuilding of this 
great transcontinental route. Today 
most of it is well paved, and the cars 
pass over it by the hundreds of thou- 
sands. THOMAS BENTON’s dream of em- 
pire has come true, but most of those 
who profit by it are more concerned 
about filling stations, camping grounds 
and the condition of the road than they 
are With the foresight and daring of 
those who laid out the Santa Fé Trail 
and 80 helped conquer the. great empire 
of the Southwest. 








‘THE SUPERIOR. STUDENT. 


Time was when: all college men were 
thought superior—for ‘the most pait ob- 
jectionably so. Those placed in authority 
over them tended to rega?#d them as 
équals—equals, that is, in superiority. It 
‘was one of the paradoxes of nineteenth 
centyry democracy, In point of fact, dis- 
tinctions were awarded at graduation— 
cum, magna cum and summa cum latde; 
‘honors. in this and that. But. by and 
large a-degree was without, degrees; a 
sheepskin was a sheepskin, If by. chance 
the normal college man found a frill on 
it, he said with King Claudius, “ My of- 


} fense is rank!” Since the war all this

Basically the new situa- 
tion is economic, administrative, While 
endowments are stationary, or actually 
declining when measured in living costs, 
the undergraduate body is swelling to a 
deluge.

Finds Most Great Works Going to 
Museums—High Taxes In Eng-- 
land Said to Be Forcing Sale. 


The sale of’ the famous. Leverhulme 
collections at the Anderson Galleries in 
this city, instead of at an auction room 

tm London, will prokably be the - first 
' “ef a series of such sales, according to 
‘Hi Milton Mitchill Jr., Treasurer of the 
- Ahderson Galleries, who said that the 
“marketable art treasures of the world 
were largely headed for purchasers in 
the United States, whether originally 
Gispersed in Europe or not. 

“On the other hand,” he said, “It ts 
useless to bring anything but the very 
finest things,to this country. The Amer- 
feamn market is dominated by very 
wealthy buyers who, as a rule, admit 
into their collections priceless’ master- 
pieces only. Objects of the second rank 
40 not find any lodgment in these col- 
lections and there is no. advantage in 
selling them anywhere. 

“The greatest masterpieces are gradu- 
ally withdrawn forever from the possi- 
bility of the future sales, as the great 
American collectors like Otto Kahn, 
Colone] Friedsam ijand Clarence Mackay, 
Gestine their collections for the public. 
There is, however, a great reservoir of 
fine paintings and er works of art 
in ‘the: hands of hundreds of families in 


Bngland, which will appear now and 
then on the marke® for a long time to 
come. To a lesser extent there is a 
reservoir of art «in private hands in 
other countriés in» Europe, and these 
appear to be coming out little iby little 
to enter American collections.’’ 


The Leverhulme Collection. 

The auctioning of the Leverhulme col- 
lection is expected to be the most izter- 
esting dispersal of its kind that has 
ever taken place in this country be- 
cause the American collections of com- 
parable value have gone to museums, 
instead of being knocked down on the 
auction block. The collection is re- 
ported to contain 100 important pictures, 
twenty-five being of great value and ten 
of the very highest rank as master- 
pieces. Still more important and inter-

The luckiest or shrewdest of the find- 
ers of neglected works.of art in this 
city is Grosvenor B. Clarkson, economist 
and former Director of the Council ‘of 
National Defense, who inside of two 
years picked up three paintings of great 
value which were on sale at nominal 
prices in the shops of dealers. 


Finds a Gainsborough. 


The greatest of the Clarkson finds was 
a Gainsborough portrait of Mrs, David 
Garrick, wife of the comédian: This was 
thrown on the market as a common Ccan- 
vas when an estate was brokén up. 
The heirs or executors failed to appre- 
ciate what they had, and the picture 
went on the auction block with no cere- 
mony. A New York dealer picked it up 
for a song and hung it up in his shop, 
offering it to the public at a moderate 
profit. On seeing it, Clarkson surmised 
from its style. that it was a Gainsbor- 
ough. Turning it around, he found a 
statement on the back that it was a 
Gainsborough. This was legible enough, 
and must have been read at the auction 
room, but nobody pays any attention to 
the affirmations on the back of a can- 
vas. ‘Works not much above the capa- 
city of a good housepainter are. fre- 
quently endorsed as Velasquezes and 
Titians. This particular canvas, how- 
ever, was unhesitatingly pronounced by 
experts to be Gainsborough’s. The other 
two pictures found by Clarkson were @ 
posed portrait of\Marie Antoinette in a 
hunting costume and a portrait of Nell 
Gwynne by Lely. Clarkson recognized | 
the farhous queen and the famous 
courtesan on sight, although their iden- 
tities were unknown to the possessors of 
the canvases. 

The raid of the American dollar on 
European art has probably been more 
successful this year than ever before. 
One of the big transactions of the year 
was Duveen’s purchase for American 
customers of six famous paintings from 
the collection of the late Earl Spencer— 
three Reynoldses, a Gainsborough, a 
Van Dyck and a Frans Hals, During 
the Summer Henry E. Huntington, one 
of the greatest American collectors, 
added to his gallery Gainsborough’s 
“Professor Abel,” Sir Joshua Reynolds's 
“Georgiana, Duchess. of Devonshire,”’ 
George Romney's: ‘‘Mrs. Burton,’’, and 
John Constable’s “‘View of the Stour,’’ 
the cost of the four paintings being ap- 
proximately $1,000,000. During his trip 
abroad this Summer Colonel Michael 
Friedman added to his great collection 
of primitives the ‘‘Portrait of an Elderly 
Man,’’ by Perugino, and _ Botticelli’s 
“Count Niccolini.’”” Joseph E. Widener 
bought Titian’s ‘“Venus and Adonis’’ and 
Renoir’s ‘‘La Danseuse,’’ and confirmed 
his title to the Rembrants he: obtained

LONDON Sept. 26.—It costs $300,000,- 
000 yearly to. run London. The total 
value of the city’s houses, offices and 
public buildings is about $1,500,000;000.

STUDIED FORESTRY ABROAD 


George T. Houston Says Germany 
is a Big Factor In the Trade. 


George T. Houston of Memphis, Tenn., 
a member of the Research Committee of 
the Southern Foresting Association, con- 
nected with the Department of ‘Agricul- 
ture, who ‘has just returned from an 
extensive tour, said yesterday at the 
Hotel Astor that he -had motored 
through the forests of France, Germany, 
Norway,Sweden, Belgium and England 
to study foresting- in the Old World. 
He said: 
“I. found Germany competing with 
American lumber exporters in English 
and Continental markets, both in logs, 
lumber, venere and plywood. Germany 
is now a strong factor in the trade. 
She‘is now cutting matured timber of 
her cultivated forests. This competi- 
tion. and the recent depression in the 
United States lumber market has in- 
fluenced foreign buyers to claim reduc- 
tions and report shortages so unreason- 
able and unfair that it will put’ Amert- 
can shippers out of the foreign markets. 
These demands Have recently increased 
from two to three hundred per cent. 
“While in England I cabled our in- 
terests to discontinue quoting lumber for 
export to the trade in England. The 
growing timber we leave on cutovwer 
land that is being destroyed will aver- 
age in quality and size as good as some 
of the cultivated forests of Europe that 
are from twenty to thirty years old. 
There is a strenuous effort’ now being 
made by the Southern Foresting Asso- 
ciation to save and have the Govern- 
ment make a reservation of this class 
of young growing timber on land un- 
suitable for agricultural purposes and 
this has been my hobby in foresting for 
the last twenty-five years."

Some ‘likenésses and also striking va- 
riations between the operating costs of 
department stores in this country and 
those’ in England have been receiving 
an inereasing amount of attention Iate- 
ly,. according to Ernest Katz, controller 
for R. H. Macy & Co., Inc. Added in- 
terest; he said yesterday, has been given 
the matter by the. visit to the United 
States of A. EH. Cowper, ‘financial di- 
rector of Selfridge & Co., Ltd., London. 
Hef scheduléd to, arrive in ‘Montréal 
today: and will make a:month's tour. of 
stores in this country, visiting those in 
eleven cities, ‘These, comprise Niagara 
Falls, Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, San 
Francisco, Dayton, Pittsburgh, Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia, New York and 
Boston. 

While here Mr. Cowper will be wel- 
comed by the.controllers of the various 
stores, his itinerary having been mapped 
out by the Controllers’ Congress of the 
National Retail Dry Goods Association. 
E:e will make a study of the systems of 
the American stores, with particular ref- 
erence to the accounting and control 
methods employed and the manner in 
which costs are figured and pro-rated. 

Discussing the visit of Mr. Cowper 
yesterday, Mr. Katz said he regarded 
it as of considerable importance in the 
furtherance of good-will..and exchange 
of information between the British 
stores and their American contempora- 
ries. He pointed out that there has 
been considerable correspondence with 
the English stores relative to their 
method of computing operating costs, in- 
asmuch as it does not appear to be on 
the same standard basis as that em- 
ployed in this country. , 

“For example,”’ continued Mr. Katz, 
“the Harvard School of Business fig- 
ure covering operating expenses for 
1924, of stores doing over $1,000,000 an- 
nually, was 30.1 per cent. This, by the 
way, is a new high figure for operating 
expenses of these stores. On the other 
hand, the English stores for some_time 
have been reporting ae bagy Pon om 
of about 20 per cent. This repancy 
has led to the belief that their figures 
are: not worked out on the same basis 
as in this country. 

“The basis here is standard and was 
evolved by the Controllers’ Congress. 
This Standard Control of Accounts is 
being used by the Harvard School of 
Business, and the: 1924 figures from 630 
department stores are supplied on its 
basis. The aggregate net sales of these 
stores last year were $1,029,684,000. 

“Among the main factors of differ- 
ence,’”’ Mr. Katz went on, “‘is one deal- 
Ing with rents. Many of the. English 
stores, apparently, are not charging 
rents into their cost calculations. This 
is dye to the fact that they have owned 
their stores so long that the rent factor 
is no longer being charged. Even where 
rent does figure, it is small compared 
with the American stores, because of the 
low rates charged. 

“‘At the same time wages are lower in 
England. In this country 15 per cent., 
or half of the total operating expenses, 
was charged to wages. In England the 
same proportion rules, but it only works 
out in their figurés from 9% to 10 per 
cent, Lower wages also figure in other 
important items and charge-offs—in ad- 
vertising, for example—that have a ma- 
— bearing on the ration of operating 
costs. 

“Mr. Cowper is one of the foremost 
English accountants and he is endeavor- 
ing to develop a standard basis for use 
in England. Throtgh his tour much of 
value regarding the American: method 
will be brought to his attention, with a 
view toward encouraging the use of-the 
same standardized system.’’ 

Mr. Katz,then told of an address which 
Mr. Cowper recently made in England, 
which deals with the distribution of 
costs. In this address, a copy of which 
Mr. Katz supplied, the point is made by 
Mr. Cowper that “‘the subject opens a 
wpe <™ wide discuss > for, un- 
ortunately, there very few organ- 

ations which arrive at their gross 
profit on any standardized plan and 
there is much that could be done to 
advantage in the direction of such 
standardization. It would enable us to 
make most valuable comparisons, both 
of gross profit rates and the proportion 
per cent. of expenses to sales, providing 
of course that it were possible to have 
a recognized form of expense dissec- 
tions’ :

If these stores to gain an ad- 
vantage would only stop a moment to 
consider what trade disorder would re- 
sult if the standardized terms were 
eliminated and all manner of discounts 
were introduced .perhaps they 
would alittle more reluctant to 
jeopardize the regular terms as. they

WHAT THE COUNTRY BUYS. 


Variety of the Goods Called For by 
Out of Town Stores. 


While New York enjoyed ideal early 
Fall, weather during the past week, many 
other parts of the country suffered from 
unusual heat and, accordingly, the busi- 
ness done by department stores and 
orders’ placed by them were not quite 
up. to expectations, according to Kirby, 
Block & Fischer, local purchasing 
agents. : 

In commenting upon the trend of buy- 
ing.the firm says: ‘“‘The demand for 
silk dresses has narrowed down to 
flare, circular skirt and basque models. 
High necks are favored, The straight 
line models are being offered by most 
manufacturers at concessions and the 
trade does not seem to be interested. 
Cloth ‘dresses have not been moving 
well, due mainly to the excessive hot 


weather experienced throughout the 
country during the last four weeks. A 
number of houses have already started 
to offer those that they have on hand 
at concessions. Balbriggan dresses are 
selling well..and stocks at different 
manufacturers are still very light. 

“Women's »¢oat recorders being re- 
ceived are mostly for the side. flare. 
There is a slight call for wraps and 
straight line coats. High -waisted 
princess flare coats are being featured 
by the better manufacturers. Some are 
showing special values in order to stim- 
ulate business, 

‘““There has gradually developed a de- 
mand by the better dressed woman for 
silk bags of a novelty type and the in- 
dications are that tMose will be carried 
in preference to leather bags. These 
are mostly in demand at prices retajl- 
ing from $10 to $25. In jewelry there 
seems to be a decided tendency toward 
the stone-set metal jewelry, such as 
wide banded bracelets, metal choker 
necklaces and brooches. These retail 
from 50 cents.to $10. 

“Men's blanket robes in ombré effects 
are very much in demand and from all 
indications it will be a very big holiday 
item, Manufacturers have ample stocks 
on hand at present, but these wili soon 
be depleted if the demand continues.”

laint. From time to time we have 
heard of favors demanded ‘by. buyers as 
a right, but in the instance mention 
we have a complete cage of brazen as- 
sumption that is on record in the cor- 
respondence, 

“The order was placed, through a resi- 
dent buyer for a dozen girls’ dresses, 
each in different color and material, in 
sizes 8, 15 and 17. This, as any one fa- 
miliar with manufacturing conditions 
can see, was a troublesome order, the 
work involved being altogether too great 
for the profit. to be gained. However, 
such an order is placed fairly often in 
these days of tentative buying and small 
re-orders. : 

“The clue to the real situation came 
about a month after the order was 
Placed, when the manufacturer had 
shipped the merchandise and received a 
letter from the retailer, a resident of 
Alabama, notifying him that two of the 
dresses were being sent back for ex- 
change. The explanation was that larger 
sizes were needed. In this letter was the 
instruction to send the two dresses to 
Mrs. Blank—presumably the retailer's 
wife—at her home address. 

“On the heels of this letter, the very 
next day, to be came a second 
letter from the retailer, order: four 
more dresses in different materi and 
colors. They also were to be sent to the 
private address. This second order was 
to be rushed. 

“The manufacturer took the matter 
up first with the resident buyer through 
whose office the original order had. been 
placed. The resident buyer had placed 
the order in good faith, and the revela- 
tion of the use to which the merchan- 
dise had been put aroused his resent- 
ment. He told the manufacturer to 
write a sharp letter to the Alabama 
merchant. 

“Consequently, the manufacturer 
wrote to the retailer, refusing to ex- 
change the dresses that were returned. 
He explained that the models were not 
made up in large sizes, and pointed out 
that the merchandise was only too ob- 


| viously ordered for personal use. He 


also refused to accept the second order 
unless assurance was given that no part 
of it would be returned. The sting in 
this letter lay in a sentence calling the 
retailer’s attention to the fact that three 
of the best stores in his city carried the 
merchandise that he was ordering. from 
New York, and that it might be worth 
his wife’s time to go there and make her 
selections. 

‘‘The member of our organization who 
turned over to us the evidence on this 
occurrence said. that it would hardly 
have been worth much notice, except for 
the fact that it ts typical. He told us 
that instances of this kind multiply 
themselves every. season, and cited an- 
other case that was common. 

‘In this second case a representative 
of a resident buying office took an hour 
during the busiest period of the day, 
to select six dresses for;the family of 
a store owner who did not. carry chil- 
dren’s clothes in his stocks. In doing 
this he kept one of the manufacturer’s 
best salesmen from serving other buyers. 

“That buyers accommodate all the 
members of thefr family and friends in 
making purchases of garments is a well- 
known and accepted fact. The manu- 
facturer extends that courtesy, does not 
question such orders and does the best 
he can to please a buyer in such 
matters. 

“One large firm in the league’s mem- 
bership estimates that every season it 
disposes of at least a hundred garments 
that way. The orders may come in the 
midst of a busy season, one or two from 
a buyer at a time. They can be fitted 
in with orders placed by that buyer for 
his own store, or for the retailers he or 
she may represent. The selections are 
made while other and more profitable 
business is being done, and the manu- 
facturer does not begrudge whatever ad- 
vantage the buyer can obtain for him-

Certain buyers, and one in particular, 
who for obvious reasons cannot be iden« 
tified, were said &pparéntly to make a 
practice of coming to this market with 
only the expense money supplied them 
by their stores. Anything they may 
need of a personal nature is contributed 
by the manufacturers in the form of 
“loans,”’ Although the particular of- 
fender referred to never asks for more 
thah $20 or $25 at a time, his visits to 
market are so frequent and the field of 
his operations so broad that he is 
thought to profit considerably in the 
aggregate. If pressed for repayment he 
would probably comply, it was said, and 
it was further said of him that he makes 
no threats of taking his business else- 
where. Yet the size of his buying is 
such that no manufacturer, so far as 
known, has refused his request for a 
“loan’”’ or asked him to meet his obli- 
gation. 

As trying as they are to the mantu- 
facturer, not all of the instances of buy- 
ers’ desires to profit from their ess 
telations, even in a small way, are with- 
out an element of humor. One such 
case was related in which a. certain 
buyer, who had bought garments from 
a well-known concern for years, sud- 
denly withdrew his patronage. When 
pressed for a reason he was loath to 
give it, but finally he blurted: ‘Well, 
B—, it was that box of cigars you 
gave me for Christmas. They were La 
Boscos, an know darned well that 
. re smoke anything but Toreador 
Claros.’”’ .

Kors Pla 
shown in a wide variety of realistic, as

The visit of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 
President of the German Reichsbank, 
who will leave Berlin for New York 
next week to oonfer with Governor

NEW YORK UTILITIES 
SHOW GREAT GAINS 


More Than 5,000,000 Gas and 
Electric Installations Made 
in This State. 


2,550,000’ CAS METERS 


— 


Eighty Per Cent. of Them in Homes 
— 2,000,000 Electric Meters Are 
in Residences. 


A record surpassing that of any other 
State or any geographical unit in the 
world with a population approximating 
that of New York will have been made 
by Oct. 1 by the pubile utilities of this 
State. By that time there will have 


been put into service a total of more 
than 5,000,000 gas and electric installa- 
tions, according to the New York State 
Committee on Public Utility Informa- 
tion. 

“If we could figure out just which was 
the five-millionth meter,”’ said M. S&S. 
Sloan, President of the Brooklyn Edison 
Company and President.of the Empire |. 
State Gas and Electric Association, 
“we'd have a celebration and mark it 
with a gold-tablet. -But we never can. 
It may .have‘been in New York City, to 
measure the service to a huge industrial 
establishment. It may have been in 
Salisbury Centre, population 52. We 
never shall be able to identify it, but 
pone! records show that it is now work-’ 
ng.’’ 

On Jan. 1 there were in the State 
2,460,000 gas meters and 2,278,000 electric 
meters. Since, that date gas meters 
have been put into service at* the rate 
of 10,000 a month, which will bring the 
total number of gas meters on Oct, 1 to 
approximately 2,550,000. Electric meters 
have been added to the service lines at 
the rate of 20,000 a month, making the 
Oct. 1 total 2,458,000, and the aggregate 
for both gas and electric utilities on that 
date 5,008,000. 

Of the gas meters, 80 per cent. are in 
homes. It is estimated that 95 per 
cent. of the homes-in towns of 10,000 or 
more, are users of gas for cooking and 
@ther purposes. Of the electric meters, 

000,000 are residential, which means 
that approximately 80 per cent. of all 
the homes in the State are equipped for 
electric service. 

Less than 1 per cent. of the gas pro- 
duced in the State is supplied by munici- 
pal plants, and about 2 per cent. of the 
electric service is distributed by munici- 
pal electric enterprises.

IMMIGRATION LAW 
AFFECTS RAILROADS 


Reals in Horthavest Suffer From 
Loss of Settlers—Alien Labor 


Shortage Grows. 


Railroad men consider that the 
carriers have suffered in two ways from 
the »-restriction) of immigration to this 
country. In the firat place, they cite 
the retarded development of sections of 
the country such as the Northwest, 
where some of the railroad managements 
greatly expanded their facilities in the 





belief that the tertitory would soon de- 
velop rapidly as a result of the constant 
inflow of immigrants. A shortage of 
alien labor is the second instance men- 
tioned. 

An analysis of the immigration to this 


country for the year ended June 30, 
shows that the number of Italians who 
left the United States was 20,948 greater 
than the number who entered, while 
more Greeks, Hungarians, Bulgarians 
and Lithuanians also departed than 
entered. This affects the railroads acute- 
ly, as they are among the largest em- 
ployers of alien labor. 

Of particular significance to the rail- 
roads, it is said, is the curtailment of 
immigration from those ‘countries, on 
which the roads have drawn most larg: 
ly for their, track and construction labo r. 
The statistics show that of those per- 
sons classed as unskilled laborers, 15,106 
more departed from the United States 
than entered during thé year as con- 
trasted with a net gain of 70,742 in. the 
same year énded June 50, 1924. On the 
other hand there was a net “gain in 
skied labor during the year of 42,422. 

At the present time, railroad men say, 
the curtailment of European immigra- 
tion is being offset in large measure, as 
far as the railways are concerned, by 
increased immigration from Mexico, The 
only permanent and sure solution of the 
problem, however, they say is the re- 
placement of manual labor with me- 
chanical equipment, so far-as possible, 
and in this: direction rapid progress is 
being made,

HE business man of the past was 
just a plain business man. He 
was ‘‘in business to make 
money."' If he was a shoe manu- 
facturer he made shoes. He bought 
his leather, hired his hands, got as 
much work as he could out of them 
for the market wages and sold the 
finished product for as much as he 
could get in competition with others 
like himself. If his income consid- 
erably’ overtopped his expenses he 
was a success. Often he could af- 
ford to be kind to those in his em- 
ploy: to tide over hard times and 
help individuals in times of distress. 
It was simple, straightforward, ‘‘dol- 
lars-and-cents proposition’’ tempered 
often with human n.

Verminous Realism Is Mingled With Romance in 
The Indian Service 





INDIANS OF THE ENCHANTED 
DESERT. By Leo Crane. Rus- 
trated, 364 pp. Boston: Little, 
Brown & Co, $5. : 


HE Southwestern desert is as 
guileful as Circe, or the Lore- 

lei, or any other fabled en- 
chantress-of man’s imagina- 

tion. Whoever walks upon its 

wands and faces its peaks and its 
sunsets, its thrilling nights and day- 
time majesties, while he may—and 
may not—be able to put them behind 
him. and go his way, cannot forget 
its allure and will never cease to 
hear sometimes its call. it every 
one -who yields to its magic under- 
stands its spell or can write about it 
xo understandably as Leo Crane, who 
for years gave himself up to the 
desert enchantments, although he 
lived a very busy and very useful 
life during all that time as Superin- 
tendent of an Indian Agency. Be- 
fore he went to the desert he had 
written—and had published—several 
short stories of that region, con- 
cerning which he comments, ‘God 
forgive me!’’ with an air that, in- 
dicates he does not consider himself 
worthy of remission of such sins. 
But certainly he makes atonement 
in this picturesque and wholly 
fascinating book. Nothing more 
vital, more entertaining, more 
variedly informing, more colorful, 
has been written about the region 
with which it is concerned. Others 
have specialized with more detail and 
fullness on specific matters or have 
beén concerned more with presenta- 
tion of natural aspects. But there is 
almost nothing likely to enlist the 


the desert about which Mr. Crane 
does not have more or less to say. 
And he has a great deal to tell, and 
all of it human, interesting and 
fully informed, about the Hopi and 


Navajo Indians and the vern- 
ment’s dealings with them. He sees 
them from a dozen angles of vision, 


ranging from that of dirty and ver- 
minous realism to the none the less 
true and accurate viewpoint of 
poetic romanticism or historical re- 
search. Here is one picture of the 
Enchanted Empire and its people 
which one finds early in the book: 


That which is normal elsewhere 
cannot. find its kindred in the 
Desert. Here the scale was made 
by giants. Nothing is small save 
those who enter it without respect. 
Left to it, crumbling, dust-cov- 
ered, ancient, are the massive 
properties of splendid prehistoric 
plays. Its geology, a mosaic of the 
mesas, an open book in the shat- 
tered canyons, speaks of the twi- 
light before Babylon. The shep- 
herds on Chaldean hills were like 
its people of today. * * * Here one 
may view the remnants of a civili- 
zation still in. decadent being cling- 
ing to the pueblos that have little 
changed since the thirteenth cen- 
tury, when Gengis Khan dom- 
inated their Mongol brothers and 
rude gentlemen of England gath- 
ered at Runnymede to sign the 
Charter, the spirit of which now 
rules them too. 


Mr. Crane first went to the South- 
west in 1910, incidentally to serve 
as clerk in an Indian Agency in 
Arizona, but specifically to foil an 
tmminent attack .of disease by an 
vutdoor life. He expected to stay 
there for six months and then to 
hie back joyously to civilization. But 
the Desert, guileful witch, ‘‘got’’ 
him. He lingered for a year, was 
_offered the superintendency of an 
agency that would give him czar- 
like control of thousands of miles of 
Enchanted Desert lands and their 
peoples, held it for more than eight 
years—a record in the Indian Ser- 
vice, he mentions casually with mod- 
est and justified pride—stayed more 
years ax Superintendent of another 
agency among the Pueblo Indians, 
served among the Sioux for a while, 
chen went back to his beloved 
Desert and its Indians in Southern 
Arizona.

One guesses that 
Mr. Crane perhaps resigned from the 
Indian Service and wrote this book 
in order that he might utter his full 
mind about that antediluvian bu- 
reau, against whose dentless front 
so many other crusaders have 
stormed in vain. But he is wary 
about it and nowhere offends good 
taste or wearies the reader. He says 
only enough to add to the pungency 
of his narrative and to rouse interest 
in what must lie behind his piquant 
remarks. Aside from this he has a 
knack for picturesque phrases— 
“Dante-nosed cayuses,’’ “‘sorcery of 
unrelieved distances,’’ “‘even the fish 
carried canteens’’—that helps to give 
a distinctive flavor to his pages. 

There is more romance in the story 
of,the first finding and settling of 
the Southwest by the white man 
than in the history of all the rest 
of our beginnings together, and Mr. 
Crane, having an affinity for ro- 
mance, gathers it all in, telling some 
of it in one connection, some in 
another, but appreciating and relish-

‘clinging to the Romantic or Gothic, 
thus following British tradition. Le- 
cal examples are Trinity, Grace 
Church, Saint Patrick’s, not to spec- 
ify a hundred others here as else- 
where about the land.

While strolling up Fifth Avenue 
when Saint Patrick's comes in sight 
the impression is not one of joy.

NLESS done by an author 
who combines to a rare de- 
gree discriminating percep- 
tion and a painter’s power 
of reproduction, the average 

travel book is something te be avoid- 

ed, And because so many books.are 
written which are merely filled-in 
scenarios founded on Baedeker, every 
book of travel is guilty until shown 
to be innocent. The burden of proof 
is on the author. And when the 
book comes up for review there is no 
transference of this burden. The re- 
viewer is merely the first court, with 
the public the appellate division. 

Thus, that precocious young Eng- 

lishman, Mr. Aldous Huxley, may 

appeal on “Along the Road,’’ just as 
his equally precocious countryman, 

Mr. Osbert Sitwell, may appeal on 

“Discursions.” It may be recorded 

at the outset, as a point greatly in 

favor of both of these two books, 
that neither is solely a book of 
travel; Mr. Huxley calls his volume 

“Notes and Essays of a Tourist,’’ and 

Mr. Sitwell informs the reader on 

the title page that his discursions 

have to do with art and life as well 
as with travel. 

If one cares for wit, ‘‘Along the 
Road” should prove an engaging 
book. Mr. Huxley has all the mod- 
mm predilection for cynicism; but at 
he same time he is a very wholesome 
young gertieman, with abundant 
mental health, so that his cynicism 
seldom, if ever, prevails over his 
good nature. This may be a matter 
of regret to Mr. Huxley; one is 
never quite sure whether this exu- 
berant person longs to be a cynic and 
regrets the soundness which prevents 
him, or whether he adopts his mildly 
caustic manner so as not to be left 
out of the procession. But whatever 
the solution, the result is highly 
pleasing. 

The author of ‘‘Along the Road’’ 
divides his book into four parts, the 
first dealing with travel in general, 
the second with places and the third 
with works of art. The fourth, a 
sort of catch-all, bears the label, “By 
the Way.” 

Mr. Huxley’s analysis of the travel 
complex—or, if that word has gone 
out of fashion, the travel mania—is 
gently amusing: 


Some people [he writes] travel 
on business, some in search. of 
health. But it is neither the sickly 
nor the men of affairs who fill the 
Grand Hotels and the pockets of 
their proprietors. It is those who 
. “travel for

THE TERM’S MUSIC. By Cedric 
Howard Glover. 176 pp. New

RITTEN at first for use in an 
English school. to supply a 
much felt need in the course 
on musical appreciation, this book 
aims to aid pupils and older indi- 
vidual seekers to more adequate un- 
derstanding of music and of the 
Pleasure it. can afford them. The 
author believes that before this re- 
sult can be reached people must first 
learn to discriminate between good 
music and bad, must know why good 
music is good and: must have ‘‘an 
absolute standard of good in music.*’

. Ability to see the humorous in 
‘Iife’s casual phases depends very 
much upon whether or not you are 
wearing the spectacles of the hu- 
morist.

It will be impossible to re- 
produce activities of the kind we are 
here concerned with except one 
possess a sense of comedy—by which 
I mean that the humorist, be he 
artist or writer, must, in a way, be 
able, himself? to act those con- 
stantly shifting poses that he wishes 
to set down with a brush or pen.

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A BAD BOY WHO FOUNDED A GREAT EMPIRE 


Restlessness of Robert Clive, Born in Shropshire 200 Years 
Ago, Led to Britain’s Dominion Over India

WO hundred years ago next 

Tuesday there was born at the 

manor house of Styche, in 

Shropshire, one of the naugh- 
tiest urchins who have ever plagued 
parents and pedagogues. Irritable 
and obstinate, he would mind neither 
his books nor his behavior, and one 
of many masters who in vain tried on 
him the rod remarked that he was 
**the most unruly lad that ever en- 
tered the school.” At the age of -18 
this scapegrace was packed off to 
naam fade geben pe R nT 


When the news of “Bob's” exploits 
reached Engiand tis father . was 
skeptical. But in the end he had to 
admit that the booby had something 
in him after ali.. And when this illus- 
trious offspring settled on him an 
annuity of $4,000, insisted he shouid 
keep.a carriage, paid off the mort- 
gages on the ancestral home and pre- 
sented the old man to King George 
III the paternal heart glowed with 
pride. 

It is in active service that the bad 
boy makes good. The first Victoria 
Cross awarded for gallantry in the 
late war fell to a newsboy from Edin- 
burgh who had been arrested a score 
of times because it was against the 
law for private citizens to scale the 
walls of the castle. So was it with 
young ‘Clive. Others dreamed; he 
dared. 
ducks and drakes on the water. He 
looked up at the church and saw 8 
flat stone on the parapet. “I wish I 
had that stone,"’ said he. “I will 
- have it,” was Clive’s retort. And he 
ran into the church. A minute later 
he was seen aloft, astride a gargoyle 
” carved as a dragon’s head, with. the 
stone in his hand. In his teens he 
was @ conqueror, not averse to booty 
or to. breaking the rules. 


One Teacher's Foresight 


The biack sheep of a family is usu- 
ally the safety valve. Clive came of 
so excellent a clan of quiet gentie- 
folk that his whole being was burst- 
ing with the pent-up deviltry of dis- 
ciplined generations. He became the 
Robin Hood of Market Drayton, 
where he organized the youth of the

Then Clive appeared on the scene. 
To his palace at Moorshedabad , 
Surajah Dowlah had prudently re- “ 
tired. And Clive bided his time, play- 
ing Macchiavelli against Macchia- 
veli. The plan was to supplant 
Surajah Dowiah by Meer Jaffier, his 


_] leading General; and the agent of the 


conspiracy was Omichund. At the 
critical moment it was clear that 
Omichund would turn traitor, and 
Clive did not hesitate. He wrote two 
treaties, one on white paper, the 
other on rea. The red treaty in- 
cluded rewards for Omichund and a 
forged signature. And this was the 
decument which was shown to the 
Bengalee. The white treaty, how- 
ever, alone was binding. By such 
ethics did Clive insure Omichund’s 
loyalty. 

With - 3,000 men Clive then ad- 
vanced to Plassey. Against him were 
ranged 40,000 footmen and 15,000 
cavairy, with 50 guns of the largest 
size. For: once Clive wavered. He 
called his one and only council of 
war. It concurred with Clive's de- 
cision not to fight. But after an 
hour .by himself under the trees he 
ordered ‘the advance. In the battle 
the British lost 22 killed and 50 
wounded. And an army of nearly 
60,000 men was scattered. Surajah 
Dowiah was captured, a fugitive, and 
Indian executioners disposed of him. 
Omichund was told bluntly that the 
agreement with him was a trick. Hé 
fainted and never regained his 
sanity. ~ 


Clive’s Plunder 


Into the treasures of Moorshedabad 
Meer Jaffier led the victor. Vauits 
gleamed with gold and jewels. And 
Clive returned to England with a 
modest $1,500,000 and an income of 
$200,000 a year. An Irish peerage 
and the Order of the Bath decorated 
these Oriental emoluments. Ques- 
tioned by Parliament, Clive declared 
that he coulti-have had double the re- 
ward merely for the asking, and he 
confessed himself astonished at his 
own moderation. 

_ ‘The plunder of India-was at that 
period shameless. Penniless emi- 
grants returned to Engiand after a 
year or two and displayed the opu- 
lence of nabobs.. And a terrible 
famine devastated the despoiled val- 
ley of the Ganges. It was Clive who 
had again to be sent out to clean the 
Augean Stables. Civilians and sol- 
diers alike threatened mutiny against 
his stern decrees. By sheer authority 
he cowed the rebels. Grateful 
princes offered him boundless re- 
wards. But he added not a rupee to 
his fortune. And the pro-consul 
whom Parliament censured for ra- 


Not that Clive ever loved the East. 
To him, as to his official successors, 
India was merely a profession and 
an exile. To return home and enter 
Parliament—that was the objective. 
And yet he found, as India's pension- 
ers usually find, that he was not cut 
out for politics at Westminster. For- 
eign enemies gave him no trouble. 
But the rancor of enemies belonging 
to his own nation shattered his nerve

For one hundred years azo 
today the first train ran over the 
Stockton & Darlington Railway in 
the North of England, and if it were 
not for that liftie train you and I 
might still be driving to ohne behind 
horses.

While the centenary finds passen- 
ger and freight airplanes criss-cross- 
ing along regular lanes above Europe 
tu Africa and the Near East, cutting 
train time to remnants; and while 
the motor car has brought about a 
revolution in transportation, .still we 
ure dependent upon the railroad and 
are reminded that trains—cattle 
trains, meat trains, milk trains, fruit 
trains, passenger limiteds, all the 
rail trains we know from the Twen- 
tieth Century and the Purple Emper- 
or down to toy trains in the nurs- 
ery—all trace back to that first train 
a hundred years ago today. Does 
that throw a golden spotlight upon 
the old Stockton & Dartington?

We have seen too much of trains 
and newer, swifter sorts of travel.

It was the first locomotive to go 
into service in the ‘United -States._ 

Belgium and Germany followed in 
1835 and Russia in 1836. The world’s 
mileage had then grown to 11,500. 
Holland fell into line in 1889, Italy 
in 1840, Switzerland and Denmark 
in 1844, Spain in 1848, Sweden in 
1651; Canada, Norway-and Asia (In- 
dia) in 1858, Australia and Portugal 
in 1854, Africa (Alexandria to Cai- 
ro) in 1856. The world’s mileage 
was then 40,000. South America 
followed in 1858, South Africa and 
Turkey in 1860, Japan in 1872. 

Americans were first to complete 
a transcontinental line—reaching the 
Pacific in 1868. Canada followed in 
1886... The Trans-Siberian line was 
finished in 1904, the Buenos Aires 
to Valparaiso line in 1910, the Trans- 
Australian line in 1917. 

In a hundred years the thirty-sev- 
en miles of the original Stockton 
& Darlington Railway have grown 
to the world’s present mileage of 
750,000. Does that throw a golden 
spotlight -on the old Stockton & 
Darlington-of Durham? 

Durham is one of Engiand’s North 
Sea counties. If its coal mines were 


ities of getting about. The Hittites 
in 1200 B. C. had conceived the idea 
of using horses for the transport of 
freight and passengers, and the 
world had not changed much since 
the passing of the Hittites, 

It is a little misleading to speak of 
railroads in those days, for the term 
did not mean what it means now. A 
railroad was then merely a track for 
horse haulage. Originally it was 
called a wagonway, and coal-mine 
Wagonways are now nearer four 
hundred than one .hundred years old. 
The first wagonways were made of 
beech or sycamore rails, grooved to 
hold the wheels and fixed to wooden 
sleepers which were covered with 
gravel to protect. them from the 
horses’ feet. The heavy modern rail 
is the deacendant of the old wagon- 
way rail of Scotland, Northumber- 
land and Durham, 


Private Wagonways 


Those British wagonways were all 
private. A coal company needed to 
deliver its coal to a dock. Instead of 
using the frequently bad ‘turnpike 
roads,- and hence overworking its 
horses, it brought up a strip of land 
to the dock and laid its own wagon- 
way. An English industrialism grew,

It was amid the 
coal mines of Durham that the mod- 
ern railroad was born, and the dour 
men of Durham have been glum 
with giee over their centenary. 
There has been nothing like the 
spread of modern railroads. A bald 
list of dates outlines the story.

. The turnpikes were making every 
effort to recapture the business 
which the canals had taken from 
them, but the improyements which 
they were making in their road sur- 
faces had not yet given them a road 
which would stand up under heavy 
haulage. his was the advantage 
which the public railroad companies 
were able to offer. Their tracks 
would stand up under the heaviest 
traffic and would not be interrupted 
by ice and droughts as. the canals 
were. But in the committee rooms 
of a corrupt Parliament the canals 
and the turnpikes fought the rail- 
roads as they had formerly fought . 
each other. 

When projects for public railroads 
began materializing in Britain they 
came with a rush. No less than 
twenty horse railroad bilis were 
submitted to Parliament in the first 
year or two.of the 1800s, and in 1803 
the first public (horse) railroad in 
the world was actually opened. It 
was the Surrey Iron-Rail-Way,. run- 
ning by horsepower from the chalk 
quarries at Merstham down to the 
Thames. Except that it offered a 
track instead of a paved road, it 
differed in no respect from the turn- 
pikes, 

The public (horse) railroad idea 
took hold immediately in Durham. 
for there were no canais in the coun- 
ty. It was not until 1818 that 
Darlington finally proposed the con- 
nection of the Bishop Auckland 
mines and the Stockton docks by a 
public railroad throughout—‘‘a great 
public (horse) Rail-Way, which is 
to remain as long as any coal re- 
mains in the district.’" It was fi- 
nanced by public subscription, the 
first railroad in. the world to be so 
financed, a family of strict Quakers 
named Pease taking the lead in rais- 
ing the money for it. A survey was 
immediately made and a bill pre- 
All the land- 
owners in the district fought it, but 
finally it p d both houses in 1821. 
It differed from the Surrey Iron- 
Rail-Way only in the rail it proposed 
to use.

was not then a novelty, although it 
was far from a serious proposition. 
A man named Trevithick, in 1804, 
had built a locomotive which not 
only moved itself but hauled thir- 
teen tons of pig iron at the rate of 
five miles an hour, on a private rail- 
road in South Wales. However, he 
did so much damage to.the rails that 
the iron company thought it cheaper 
o stick to horses. : 
Blenkinsop followed in 1811 with 
his- rack railroad, and the two Chap- 
mans in 1812 with a locomotive 
which wound a rope and so walked 
itself’ along the track. Hedley and 
Hackworth produced the fi 
Puffing Billy in 18138, introducing 
the idea of more than one pair of 
driving wheels, in order to make the 
locomotive take hold of the smooth 
rails. Stephenson himself, then a 
wheelwright at the Killingworth coal 
mine in Durham, built his first loco- 
motive, the Biticher, in 1814, and 
locomotives were anything but a 
novelty to him. All these locomo- 





tives were made for private railroads | 


and their purpose was to cut down 
the expense of horse haulage. 

Stephenson pérsuaded -the owners 
of big mines*to experiment with the 
locomotive. 


Pease, the Quaker 

When Stephenson went to the 
Stockton & Darlington Railway Com- 
pany as engineer he fesurveyed the 
line, introduced gradients, and these 
he believed called for machinery in- 
stead of horses. For machinery he 
proposed locomotives, but Bdward. 
Pease, the Darlington Quaker; who 
now held a contfolling interest in the 
line, found his fellow-directors _un- 
willing to gamble on the ‘‘travelling- 
steam pot.’’ ' . 

Pease decided that the inclines at 
Brusselton and Etherley néar the 


Bishop Auckland mines at the head }' 
of the line should be worked by sta-}. 


tionary steam engines and ropes, and 
for the’ rest of the line plans should’ 
proceed temporarily for the use of 
horses; He persuaded his fellow- 
directors to adopt Stephenson's ree- 
ommendation to use an all-iron rail. 
So in May, 1822, Stephengon laid the 
first rail of a_ thirty-seven-mile’ 
single-track line with ‘passing places 
every quarter of a mile. The gauge 
was 4 feet 8% inchés bécause that 
happened to be the width of the coal 
wagons at the Killingworth mine. 
For the same reason 4 feet 8% inches 
is now the standard railroad gauge 
in most countries of the world, in- 
cluding the United States. 2

Stephenson 
completed the line in the Summer of 
1825 and in September of that year 
his foundry delivered the first of the 
three locomotives, ‘‘a superior Loco 
Motive Travelling Engine of the 
most improved construction.’’ 

It was crude, It consisted of a ten- 
foot horizontal boiler with a tall 
chimney at: the front of. it and two 
vertical cylinders in the top of it 
with long outside driving rods work-. 
ing vertically upon its four wheels, 
yet it was a very fine achievement

soon covered with spectators. Then 
the ‘‘elegant covered coach”’’ for the 
directors, an ordifiary stage coach 
mounted on coal wagon wheels, Then 
twenty-one wagons with seats. - 
Last came six wagons of coal with 
more spectators who had climbed to 
their seats when nobody was look- 
ing. From the locomotive to the flag

‘coach to Darlington with its sixteen 
passengers. He pushed Locomo- 
tion. up to twelve, then to. fifteen 
miles an hour. It took him only three 
hours to cover the twenty-five miles 
to Stockton and an hour of that time 
was consumed in stoppages, one of 
them for the purpose of putting a 
derailed wagon back on the track.

tive continued to be an imminent 
possibility until Stephenson’s man- 
ager, Hackworth, delivered the 
Royal George, an engine with six 
coupled wheels, in 1827. 

A year ‘after that, Locomotion 
blew up, and Hackworth’s repairs 
enabled it to go back to work only 
for a short time. It was finally sent 
off to a coal mine where it finished 
its working days. as a pumping en- 
gine. It is still preserved, and when 
it is not being exhibited in London 
or Paris or Chicago as a show en- 
gine, it stands on a pedestal at the 
Bank Top station in Darlington. 
The Stockton @ Darlington was 
the first public railroad to put a 
locométive into regular use, but the 
success of locomotives was still so 
problematical that when the Liver- 
pool & Manchester Railway was 
planned, its directors finally. decided 
against locomotives and in favor 
of -stationary engines and ropes.

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Wild Life Thrives in Alluring Long 
Island Tract That Will Be Reserved 
For People of New York 


By STEUART M. EMERY 


HIRTY-FIVE miles or so from 

the heart of New York, on the 

: south shore of Long Island, 
~— ies a tract--of-1,500-acres—a- 
wild and allurmg spot that was 
once a private estate. The State of 
New York has made many efforts to 
acquire this property—the George C. 

, Taylor -estate at East Islip—as. a 
park for the people, only to meet 


’ with sharp opposition from wealthy 


property holders who fear that a 
public park will destroy the privacy 
of their domains. But the State is 
now in a fair way to win its fight, 
thanks to the recent gift of $250,000 
by August Heckscher for the pur-' 
chase of the property. At least that 
fis the opinion of members of the 
Long Island State Park Commission, 
fnd they are preparing to utilize the 
Heckscher fund and take title to the 
tract in behalf of the State. 

Only a visit to East Islip can bring 
home the beauty and the extent of 
the latest addition to New York's 
pak systerh. All the ruggedness of 
real country, the charm and tran- 
quillity of field and stream and the 
sweep of waves are contained within 
its scope. A mile and a half from 
the smooth highway of the Merrick 
Road the old Taylor place—known 
at present as Deer Range Park—is 
reached through thick woods. There 
comes the sweep of the drive and 
then-the house of the original owner, 
an immense white structure with 
towers and broad porches. It is a 
glimpse of the last century; the story 
of its builder is also a chapter out 
of a past generation. 

George C. Taylor was an eccentric 
country gentleman who startled his 
time by his original and unconven- 
tional ideas. He wanted a herd of 
elk on his estate, and there remain 
parts of a fence that enclosed the 
area where once antlered monarchs 
of the forest browsed placidly on 
A hundred or more 
deer now bound gracefully through 
the coverts and flash across the 
meadows. Pheasants whirr through 
the woods. Wild duck come in from 
Great South Bay to seek’ refuge in 
the creeks that wander through the 


trees. When the family flivvers roll 


find an almost unbelievably wild tract 
hardly out of the sound of the rattle 
of the railroad. 

‘The olf house, which will serve at 
first as the field headquarters of the 

Park Commission, has character and 
atmosphere: It has many rooms the 
walls of which are paneled in walnut, 
oak, mahogany and maple. From 
the ceilings swing gas chandeliers of 
a bygone day. 

Seventeen years have gone by since 
the house was occupied, but its in- 
terior shows no signs of decay. The 
builder did his job to last. On the 
woodwork are many carvings. The 
top of the stair well, which runs 
from the ground floor to the roof, 
where it ends in a skylight of stained 


heads, angels with cymbals, mer- 
maids. driving swans, monkeys, 
squirrels, birds, stand out in carved 
relief on the sides of the well. Of 
the forty buildings on the estate 
nearly all are in such condition that 
they can be converted to the require- 
ments of a park service at slight ex- 
pense. The passage of the years 
cannot do much to injure oak doors 
that are. two inches thick. ~ 


Natural Features 


Next to the house a log cabin, for- 
merly used as a shooting lodge, 
nestles among the trees. A little 
further’ back on the other of the 
house are cottages. In front of the 
house itself rolls the broad expanse 
of what was once the elk park, a 
mile or more of grassland~bordered 
by woods, ending in the waters of a 
wide canal. Down this canal, cut 
imto the shore line by the original 
owner, the Taylor yacht once sailed 
im from the sea to tie up at a dock 
whose piers still stand. From the 
roof of the house the eye takes in a 
broad vista of woods and meadows, 
with the wind-ruffied -waters of 
Great South Bay reaching out to 
the south to Fire Island. There is 
a State park on Fire Island now, 
opposite the Taylor place. It is ex- 
pected that a boat service will be in- 
augurated between the two beaches.

One can walk a long distance out 
into the waters of the bay without 
going over one’s depth. Even now 
bathing parties are finding their way 
to the beach and -brown canvas 
tents put up by the Park- Commis- 
sion on the sands find plenty of 
users. Ona recent Sunday 300 au- 
tomobiles were lined up on the roads 
of the park.

For almost two decades the prop- 
erty has been reverting to the wild 
state. In spots it is a wilderness 
where thickets are so tangled as to 
be impassable. On the island formed 
by the junction of an artificial canal 
with 4 creek that winds far to the 
west, the Savannah grass grows 
shoulder high, and through the mass 
of second growth the deer roam at 
will. + One can stand in the centre 
of a great, green plain and see a 
horizon lined with trees. The. thick 
grass bends stiffly in the breezes 
like a ruffled sea—the scene might 
be Canada or the prairies of the 
West. . 


Where the Ducks Feed 


One can leave the plain and in a 
few moments reach a forty-acre 


im among the stretches of marsh 
grass, and it is a bit of the Carolina 
coast. Just beyond the edges of the 
estate the white flash of ‘sails shows 
that there is racing on the bay. 
Trees bend over the straight banks 
of the canal which forms part of the 
boundary of the island, where later 
the canoes of visitors will pass. The 
old boathouse is still good. A little 
refurbishing and it can do duty for 
the vacationists of today. Even the 
ancient ways on which the yacht 
used to be hauled up for repairs 
stands stanch and strong. 
Here and there about the estate, 
tucked in among belts of trees, are 
groups of buildings looking like tiny 
deserted villages. A windmill creaks, 
pigeons flutter among the rafters of 
a barn. Good sturdy buildings, 
these, which are to be used as cafe-. 
terias and rest rooms for the public. 
Back of them lies the sweep of an- 
other great field, brightened by flow- 
ers. It ends in a frontier of woods 
and from among the trees comes a 
quacking. . Hundreds of 
ducks, tame and wild, are waddling’ 
about under the trees; behind them 
a fresh water creek creeps in and 
out in little bends and-mossy coves. 











— 


There are roads where the bushes 
grow so thickly that they brush the 
sides of a passing car. There are 
other roads that are rutty, country 
lanes, still others that cleave through 
the woods like long alleys between 
the graceful walls of trees. Many 
varieties of trees are found on the 
Place—tremendous oaks, . glistening 
white birches, soleran pines, maples, 
ash—a host of friends for the for- 
est lover. 


Not the least favorable feature of 
the tract is its accessibility. The 
roads from the city are ideal for 
automobile and motor-bus traffic—it 
requires little more than an hour to 
reach the recreation ground. With 
splendid camping facilities, canoeing, 
bathing, riding, baseball fields, com- 
munity gathering places and the lure 
of wild scenery as a background, 
‘the new park offers attractions far 
beyond those of the more familiar 
units of the State's system. . 

The battle for the possession of 
the Taylor estate as a public park 
has been waged for a year. After 
the Park Commission had reached an 
agreement with the officers of the 
corporation owning the legal ‘title to 
the property to take an option to 
purchase it for the State for $250,- 
000, the owners of large estates 
near by begat their opposition; The 
stockholders of the corporation re- 
pudiated the agreement of theif 
officers and voted to sell to private 
interests. After a hearing before 
Governor Smith thé commission 
took steps to acquire the property 
for the State by entry and apprepria- 
tion. Then the legal fireworks were 
on. Even now, with the commission 
jubilant over what it considers com- 
plete victory, they are likely to con- 
tinue for a while. 

“The efforts to prevent the State 


-| from acquiring the Taylor property 


are known to every one,’’ said Gov- 
ernor Smith in accepting Mr. Heck- 
scher’s gift. ‘‘At the regular session 
of the Legislature and at the special 
session in June on the park question 
the Taylor estate was practically the 
bone of contention, and tremendous 
efforts were made to keep the park 
authorities from obtaining from the 
Legislature the necessary funds al- 
ready voted by the people in ap- 
proving the park bond issue. It was 
hoped that by withholding these 
bond-issue funds the State would be 
prevented from retaining the Taylor 
Place, which had been acquired: by

by the United States in world 
affairs. 

The inhabitants of the gigantic 
“hick"’ areas are. the nearest ap- 
proach to peasantry that the United 
States possesses, and they share 
many of the peculiarities character- 
istic of the peasant everywhere. 
Tough-minded Mencken flatly named 
them the ‘‘yokeiry,” and certainly 
J. B. S. Haldane would claim them 
as affording support to his theory 
that “human progress in_ historical 
time has been the progress of cities 
dragging a reluctant countryside in 
their wake.” 

For the yokelry, all-ecreen charac- 
ters are either heroes, comics or 
“theavies.’” All women are of two 
categories, moral or immoral—the 
term ‘‘moral,’’ of course, being used 
with reference to sexual matters. 

There are many elements’ of belief 
indissolubly bound up in the “hick"’ 
idea which are not easy to. explain— 
Such as that all -great cities are ex- 
clusively sinks of depravity; that 
moneyed men spend their entire lei- 
sure in cabarets; that most foreigners 
are corrupt and their representativer 
Macchiavellian; that al? French wo- 
men, save those that are Murquises, . 
are hariots, and that all Engiishmen, 
save those that are monocied milords, 
are bullying drunkards. 


The opinions, prejudices and pecu- 
liarities of the ‘“*hicks’’ are of great 
importance to the movie industry, be- 
cause, while the sale of g great film 
in the great cities of the United 
States and anywhere in Europe may 
yield a return to the investor of the 
money spent upon that film, the 
profit is made in the ‘‘hicks.” This 
is perhaps the sovereign problem , of 
the betterment of the movies, The 
“hicks’’ decide. Only too many of 
the very finest films that have ‘‘gone 


completely “flopped” in the “hicks.” 
Masterpieces, “straight’”’ or doc- 
tored, are not for them at present. 


They know what they want and they |. 


see that they get it. 

Nobody who has not had experience 
hy direct contact, or through reports 
of film salesmen, can possibly realize 
the depth of sheer stupidity, bathos, 
want of moral courage and guneral 
lack of the veriest rudiments of cul- 
ture prevalent in those territories. 

The fact is that there is such a total 
lack in Hollywood of scenario writers 


and there is much blindness among 
producers as to what is between the 
lines of a good novel, that both are 
under the illusion that tuxedos and 
rags and violent or frivolous surface 
action constitute interest. Yet in- 
terest is something inward. Such, 
however, is the want of imaginative 
insight in Hollywood (its supreme 
sin) .that it appears completely un- 
aware of the elementary truth that 
many of the world’s finest. dramas, 
stories and novels dispense with rags, 
tuxedos and violence altogether. 


Must Have Happy Ending 


If Hollywood does obtain a glimpse 
of this. truth, the reply is always: 
“The fans wouldn't stand for it.*” In 
point of fact the fans,: so far as I 
know, have never been afforded 2 
chance to ‘‘stand for it,”” because. 
there exists no scenario writer anc 
no producer with the imagination 
and courage to attempt to reveal the 
inwardness. of contemporary life. 

Bound up with is Hollywood's 
crassness about what tes “a 
happy ending.”’ In Anglo-Saxon 
countries the happy ending is obliga- 
tory. “You gotta leave em happy,’’ 
said a scenario writer. “The boy’s 
gotta get the girl and the dough. 
Lots o’ dough. Leave ‘em all dolled 
up, driving off in a big car,”’ 

Here we have one, and. perhaps the 
chief, reason why so many American 
films seem and are,.in Lord Lee's 
in possessive rather than creative 
terms, and they steadily eschew ‘‘the 
tragic sense of life,"’ the presence of 
which is \a-sign of health. ‘They are 


it imagines that happiness can be 
bought and is not a creation of the 
struggling soul or the by-product of 
the-soul’s struggle to come to terms 
with its environment. 
~- There are two further factors of 
immense importance that, in my 
opinion,- make against “better pic- 
tures”’—the production of pictures 
for sale by “block” and ownership of 
chains of theatres by producers. In 
my opinion, the business can remain 
healthy as long as the exhibitors can 
pick his pictures as he likes. 

The other factor is the ownership 
of theatres by big producers and dis- 
tributers. This means, if thé-present 
process of building or buying up 
whole chains of theatres (not only in 
the United States but abroad) con- 
tinues an eventual trustification. I 
am opposed to trustification, because 
I do not believe that the persons who 
at present display most signs of be- 
ing able to effect it-have sufficient 
imagination and innate interest in.

‘OW that the open season on 
vacations has officially 
ended, some of us who have 
returned to town are more 

than ever aware that the American 
Sumnier holiday is taking to itself 
new forms and ways. Some of 
these changes are evident to the 
most casual observer. It would 
be idle, for instance, to point out 
the part the automobile plays in 
making the family vacation more 
a nomadic affair than it was only 
a few years ago. Two consecutive 
nights under a roof are as much 
as many of the new army of vaca- 
tionists can endure. They must be 
forever turning new pages in the 
Automobile Blue Book; forever fol- 
lowing new sets of colored bands on 
the telegraph poles. 
So long as gasoline is cheap and 
detours are not overdone, these rest- 
less tourists will go happily on their 
ways. But others of the Summer 
migrants have come back with minds 
tuned to recollection of earlier days. 
The changes they have noted con- 
cern mostly the mountain resorts, 
for watering places never greatly 
change their essential character. 
Bathing suits may alter in style, or 
even, on occasion, disappear; board- 
waiks five miles tong may be ‘built 
where only sand was; hotels may be 
bigger and costlier, but people have 
been doing the same things at sea- 
shore resorts since Brighton was dis- 
covered. When that ancient event 
occurred, Coney Island was one of 
the world’s loneliest spots. 


Some Still Exist 


Tokens of mutation are rather to 
be sought in such places as the 
White Mountains of New Hampshire 
and the Adirondacks. Those. who 
have long been Summer visitors in 
either region will tell you that a cer- 
tain form of Summer life is vanish- 
ing from the mountains as surely as 
filling stations for motors are spring- 
ing up at every crossroad. 

Time was when the mountains 
were full of quiet little . establish- 
ments where the vacationist could 
teaf and invite his soul—not farm- 
houses where a few boarders were 
taken in, but comfortable inns where 
the art of hospitality was practiced 
and to which guests returned, year 
after year, to find the place un- 
altered and the hills as alluring as 
ever. ‘ 

Even now, if you are fortunate, 
you may stumble upon one of these 
havens in a world of jazz. But year 
by year their numbers dwindle. They 
do not necessarily disappear alto- 
gether. They become something 
else, and adopt, in the current ver- 
nacular, bigh-hat ways. They look 
back with an d and r 
cent smile on the days when linen 
knickerbockers and nine-hole hotel 
golf courses were unknown. 

Some of these -places naturally 
have been turned over to the man- 
agement of a new generation. The 
father and founder, in his unpreten- 
tious way, did well, perhaps, and 
sent his son to college. The son re- 
turns to an establishment enlarged 
by a new wing here, another cottage 
there; and he undertakes to apply 
the principles of scientific hotel 
management. Like as not he goes 
South in the Winter and occupies 
himself with managing a Florida re- 











sort. The same set of rules and the 
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same manner of handling people will 
do as well at one place as at the 
other; for the old mountain inn is 
no longer an inn, but a hotel, with 
a multitude of bathrooms and a rev- 
olutionized form of entertainment for 
guests. 

The writer has in mind one such 
place that he visited in the White 
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Mountains this Summer. It is still

~* "on view at the Times Square The- 
‘atre, we have a capital instance of 
‘the well-built drama and a glimpse of 
what that type of ‘playwriting may 
achieve. By contrast with the plays 
“written in looser form, and no doubt 
less well suited to the stage; we have 
Hkewise an inkling of what tie well- 
bullt drama may never do. For just 


as the neatly Joined play that sprang 
from Ibsen and Pinero brought the’ 
theatre ta grips with reality,: so the 
freerer, rougher technique that now 
shapes many of our plays,. and that 
perhaps dates from as far back as 


ther afield and touches sources of life 
too.remote for those who are primarily 
craftsmen. 

Four acts of “The Pelican’ recount 
fn workmanlike form a mother’s sac- 
rifice of her own happiness for the 
succéss of her son’s career. Marcus 
Heriot of the titled and proud Eng- 
lish family divorces his young wife 
for infidelity, and forthwith institutes, 
successfully, bastardy _ Proceedings 
against her son, Robin.’ Of all this 
rancor and ‘sordidness the boy is 
wrought wp im igmoramce. When at 
the age of 18 he chooses the Brit- 
ish Army. for his career ‘he has’ no 
clear birth certificate to offer: with his 
credentials. Only. thé’ Highest ‘infiu- 
ence can adjust this difficulty. As the 
Playwrights will have it, that influence 
rests solely with Marcus Heriot, now 
At the instance of 
@ mutual friend he méets the boy in- 
formally, but without knowing the cir- 
cumstances of his birth. In. the space 
of these eighteen years Robin has 
grown more and more to resemble the 
Heriots in appearance and tastes. . His 

ntity is quickly discévered. Mar- 
makes full confession of his fright- 
ful blunder, and desires to legalize his 
heir by remarrying his divorced wife. 
In the meantime, however, she has 





. fallen genuinely in love with another. 


But, according to: the cliché of the 
theatre, and perhaps of life itself, she 
makes the necessary sacrifice. 

Even in this_retelling, one hopes, 
such material appears viable stuff for 
the theatre. At any rate, in the form 
that the authors set upon the stage, 

_the story runs smoothly; it opposes 
convincingly the several points of 
‘view, ties the separate threads into a 
rigid knot and observes the proper 
srules for suspense and climax. What 
may seem to be barefaced subterfuge 
in the outline of the story vanishes 
beneath the illusion of the perform- 
ance. As the sinned-against, en- 
mobled mother, Margaret Lawrence 
runs through the paces ‘necessary’ to 
such a’ role with no. little ‘poignant 
emotion. For the space’ of the per-- 
formance ‘‘The Pelican’’ plucks its 
bleéding breast for the benefit of the 
audience, and the well-built play jus- 
tiffes its technical ideal. 

For the space of the performance. 
But after wrongs have been _ thor-' 
oughly righted, after the stain has 
been washed from the refulgent fea- 
tures of the Heroine, after blood has 
Pewarded its inheritance and eugenics 
have‘ told according to formula, after 
the mother has beat her breast, dried 
her eyes, cleared her throat and made 
the supreme theatrical sacrifice: in 
sum, after the story has been told, 
what remains? This public washing 
of the’ Heriot dirty linen enriches 


the audience no more than it en-

motive. The well-built play still serves 
as the most economical vehicle for 
comedy, farce and theatre diversion in 
general. But it is no longer the alti- 
mate ideal. The drama that ‘‘shakes 
our disposition with thoughts beyond 
Ahe reaches of our soul’’ is fast ac- 
quiring-more supple technique.

Folklore and Poetry. 


HEN -examined superficially the 
new play by Maxwell Ander- 
son and Laurence Stallings, 

** ‘First Flight,’’’ which endeda brief, 
inglorious career last evening, did not 
differ much in structure from ‘their 
‘‘What Price Glory’’ of recent mem- 
ory. Here, again, we had an episodi- 
cal narrative with two. men in pur- 
suit of one girl (although an unim- 
portant third candidate hung ‘About 
hopefully). Here, again, .we> had 
groups of men ‘attending strictly to 
masculine business and pleasure, talk- 
ing with the coarse license of mascu- 
line society, preening themselves’ on 
masculine. strength. Like the ‘sol- 
diers. represented in the earlier play, 
these gentry of the ‘‘free and soy- 
‘ereign State of Franklin’’ in: 7788, 
with Captain Andy Jackson _inter- 
loping at his owm peril, but ultimately 
at theirs, are rude and bluff and reck- 
less, living each moment as though it 
were unrelated to any other,. These 
superficial resemblances show the re- 
lation of the two plays. 

Why, then, should ‘‘ ‘First Flight’ ’’ 
be so much a Iét-down to those 
who faced it with ‘*‘What Price 
Glory’’ ‘still ringing in their ears? Why 
did the taik often. seem enervating 
rather than stimulating? Perhaps be- 
cause the issues of “What Price 
Glory’’ were immediate, and the test 
of its characters reality; while the 
long talk of State and national rights 
in ***First Flight’ ’’ smacked too much 
of weary days in the classroom, and 
the test of characters was their ro- 


mance. ‘‘What Price Glory'’ was a 
play strictly for these times alone; 
“* ‘First Flight,’ ’’ by the nature of its 
theme, had to be judged solely on its 
merits as drama. 

Whatever the faults of ‘ ‘First 
Flight’’’ may have been, the piece sug- 
gested that these two playwrights are 
no mere opportunists, striking hard 
while the iron is hot. And however 
much overwritten and prolix this piece 
may have been, the writer of» these 
paragraphs found himself interested in 
what the dramatists were doing. In the 
first place they were developing a 
purely national theme, a legend per- 
haps, or bit of folklore, with a 
deal of independence. And in the sec- 
ond place, consciously or unconscious-. 
ly, they ‘Were by, way of* writing. 
poetry. The first act discovered a 
group of Southern gentry at the card 
table in a tavern. The second act dis- 
covered others proposing toasts to 
George Washington and Daniel Boone, 
outside Wes Bibber’s barn, where a 
frolic was in progress. 

And all through these two acts these

THE YIDDISH STAGE 





By Dr. .6,.M. MELAMED. 

HE Yiddish theatres in Greater 
New York, fourteen in number, 
opened the season of 1926-26 on 
the second day. of Rosh har 
Shanah, the’ Jewish New Yeat— 

and all have played to capacity houses, 


The Yiddish managers are very op- 
timiatically inelined apd believe that 
they will do better. business this season 
than last, Thetr optimism is not al- 
together unjustified, They know by this) 
time that the recent. Immigration law 
has not affected and will not affect 
their theatres, which are frequented hy 
the younger generation to at least as 
great if not to a greater extent than. by. 
the older. They rest ggsured in -thefr 
knowledge that the Yiddish theatre has 
been thoroughly Americanized, that. it 
is now a. stable Americdn ingtitution 
and no longer dependent on immigra-! 
tien from Eastern Europe. People who 
can neither speak. nor write Yiddish at- 
tend Yiddish stage performances and 
pay Broadway prices on Second Avenue 
—of recent years the centre of the Yid- 
dish drama, 

This surely is a remarkable phenom- 
enon. It can‘only be explained by the 
fact that the New York Jewishi com- 
munity, of long civic standing, ig. more 
conscious.of its Judaism today than in 
days gong by and takes a great interes 
est in Jewish art, histrionic, musical 
and plastic: ‘There are today in New 
York a large number of talented Jewish 
painters who. draw their inspiration 
from topics of facial life, and find 
patrons for their art. ‘The same: sit- 
uation is true of Jewish sculptors, musi- 
clans and writers. Jewish cultural life 
in New York is.in full flower, and the 
rapid growth of the Yiddish theatre is 
only one of ite expressions. 


Next to the Yiddish press, with its 
seven dailies and a, number of weeklies 
and monthlies, the idiomatic stage is 
the greatest power in the Jewish life 
of New York, Its. prosperity has at- 
tracted the best talent from across the 
sea and it commands. more genuine abil- 
ity than all the Yiddish theatres in 
Burope combined, The Hebrew Actors’ 
Union of America, with .a membership 
of over three hundred, has not only 
placed all of its’thembers in good posi- 


— 





tions, but it haw also granted many 
privileges to non-members, so teat was 


the demand for Yiddish actors and acw’ 


tresses long before the season set in. 


A ‘great many. members of the ynion 


‘are American-born: and all of them are 


thoraughly Americanized. Their meth- 
eds and their stage technique . are 
American and, but for the language, 
they are to all practical purposes and 
intents American, because thelp plays, 
teo, are of New World setting. They 
portray American Jewish life. The. Yid- 
dish press may die out gradually; it 
may not last longer than another decade 
er two; but the Yiddish theatre seema 
to be a stabilized institution because it 
is not affected by immigration. 

An unexpected growth of the last few 
years has necessitated a division of 
work. Some enterprises, like the Second 
Avenue and the Lenox Theatres, spe- 
cialize in musical comedy, others in 
melodrama, while yet another: set of 
theatres concentrate upon literary plays, 
Such a one ig the Yiddish Art Theatre. 
Its directer, Maurice Schwarts, who has 
rendered great service to the stage of 
his community, makes the literary play 
his specialty. 

He has opened this season with Paul 
Heyse’s biblical play /‘King Saul." Payl 


|, Heyse. was. ope of the, greatest.German 


poets ofthe last generation. \Ne Ger- 


mait.producer has done. mare justice to | 


ft than. Mr. Schwartz; Whether ‘King 
Saul” will be a financjal. success, as 
well as an artistic one, is hard to pre- 
dict, but its production by Schwartz 
under very unfavorable conditions ts 
certainly a credit to the Yiddish theatre 
and testifies te the artistic idealism and 
good tagte of he able producer, In addi- 
tion, Mr, Schwarts has succeeded in or- 
ganiging a first-rate cast, Besides Mr. 
Maratoff, a great character acter and 
one ef the celebrities of the Russian 
stage before. the revolution, he has 
added te hig cast this: year Miss Leah 
Rosen, @ well-known German trage- 
dienne, and.Bella Ballerina, an able and 
graceful Warsaw actress.

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Lloyd, the Laugh-Maker, 


Scores as Gridiron Hero

AROLD LLOYD, his directors 
and ‘‘gag’’ men have once again 
succeeded in producing a film 
which makes the audience al- 
most tired with laughing. This 
new comedy, which attracted great 
throngs to the Colony last week and 
which is. being held over for at least a 
second week, is known as ‘‘The Fresh- 
man,” the wild story of which gives 
the bespectacled fun-maker plenty of op- 
portunity to get into ludicrous situa- 
tions. It does not matter whether Mr. 
Lloyd is flopping into a cellar or wheth- 
er he leans/too heavily on a mighty 
man’s silk hat, for the audience greets 
most of his antics with generous and

only a few words... At the same, time 
this effort is not quite up to the mark 
set by Mr. Lioyd and his assistants in

It is evident that many thousands who 
go to see films in the afternoon or eve- 
ning delight in finding something easy 
to tickle their risibles. - They do not 
wish to work at getting the fun out of 
a picture, obviously preferring to see 
something that moves’ along swiftly, 
with subtlety and plausibility tossed to 
the four winds. 

On the afternoon we viewed this sub- 
ject the audience greeted the sight of a 
kitten crawling up inside Mr. Lioyd's 
sweater with something that resembled 
shrieks of joy. Harold, the character, 
was in an awkard predicament and 
everybody but Harold was aware of it.

‘ly réleas@s the ball when he is within 
five yards of crashing the opponents’ 
goal. Fancy the feelings of his team 
mates, and the fury of the coach, when 
the opponents. pick up the ball and 
carry it down the field! 

However, Harold finally gets another 
opportunity, and, although it is quite 
slapstick, there are Cleverly dove-tailed 
scenes of great throngs rising in excite- 
ment which fit in beautifully with the 
action on the fodtball field and make 
the scenes funnier than they otherwise 


would be. 
The Basted Dinner Suit.

The Musical Studio has pape 
in various statements given to the for- 
eign press two things that apply par- 
ticularly to this production: (1) It 
does not profess the repertory of an 
opera company-but of the ‘‘lyric thea- 
tre’; (2) ‘“‘Carmencita.and the Sol- 
dier” is not to be taken as a revised 
version of the famous opera but 
rather as a new drama, faithful to the 
essence of Mérimée's story and inten- 
elified by Bizet’s music. As a matter 
of fact, whatever the terms employed, 
this is an opera, a drama set to music 
and sung, while the score, mated to a 
text for which it was not intended, is 
the score (though treated in a manner 
the composer never dreamed of) of 
Georges Bizet. It is fair to remark 
these things in advance of the Ameri- 
can performances, whatever reserva- 
tion of a critical kind they provoke. 
In the meantime the curious experi- 
ment brings up in a new way the im- 
portant question: -How far and in 
what ways is .it justifiable to make 
changes in the form or contents of an 
existing work of art? 

The older masterpieces of drama and 
opera are almost invariably edited 
when performed, unless the perform- 
ance be in the nature of archaeological 
research. Seldom, for example, are 
Greek ‘plays or the plays of Shake- 
speare given as they were written. 
Usually there are extensive cuts and 
_alterations of detail. ‘‘Hamlet’’ has 
recehtly_been produced in London ina 
modern setting ‘and evening attire. 
The operas of Gluck or Handel wuen 
heard are ordinarily subjected to 

- changes and.excisions. The same thing 
is true of Beethoven's “Fidelio’’ or 
Weber's ‘‘Freischiitz.’’. Few, indeed, 
are the operas which see the stage as 
they were when accepted by the the- 
atre; few escape extensive_alterations 
in course of rehearskl; many have had 
airs and even scenes added after first 
performances. Bizet made important 
changes in the score when “Carmen’’ 
was produced. There is no ques- 
tion that he made many conces- 
sions to the public, and that he did 
not particularly relish the process. He 
had to put up with the character of 
Micaela, who, in the words of Gilbert 
of Gilbert and Sullivan, never would 
be missed by any ordinarily sane and 
intelligent observer. (She was needed 
to steady the nerves of mammas and

Consider a 
work of remarkable musical inspira- 
tion—the ‘‘Trovatore’’ of Verdi: It 
lives in spite of a number of conven-- 
tional airs and a libretto which is 
about the last word in perfervid swash- 
buckling sensationalism of the ro- 
mantic period. Suppose its book ‘were 
rewritten with an eye to dramatic fit- 
ness, conciseness and a ‘stage of ef- 
fective’ movement and sequence? 
Stripped to essentials, for all its crude- 
ness and flamboyancy, this is a brave 
old tale. It inspired Verdi to write 
some passages of magnificent music. 
And yet, would ‘‘Trovatore,” minus 
its absurdities and its crazy dramatic 
structure, remain itself with such im- 
provements, or would it lose the au- 
thenticity and force which have tri-/ 
umphed over all its defects of form 
and style for three-quarters of & cen- 
tury? 

There are many operas in like case, 
with treasures lost under heaps of 
rubbish. Who would save them and 
what should be the method? In no two 
instances would the rescuer encounter 
the same problems. A revival of “Ar- 
mide” would not present. the same 
questions as a revival of Handel's 
**Xerxes’’ or ‘‘Rodelinde.’’ A revival of 
*‘William Tell’’ is one thing and of 
Boito’s ‘‘Mefistofele’’ another. .

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As an old admirer of Jean de Reszke 
I was very much interested in the trans- 
lation published in Sunday’s Times of 
the article from the Paris Figaro by 
Richard Aldrich. For the sake of ac- 
curacy, I should eto call attention 
to a slip or lapse into which Mr. Al- 
drich fell. He says de Reszke sang 
‘“‘Tannhiuser,” “Lohengrin” and~‘Mels- 
tersinger’’ in German at the Metropoli- 
tan. De Reszke did certainly sing ‘“‘Loh- 
engrin,’’ ‘‘Meistersinger’’ and the two 
“Siegfrieds’’ in German, and with tre- 
merndous success. But Mr. Aldrich is in 
error with respect to ‘‘Tannh&user.”’ 
That is a role which, together with 
Slegmund in “Die Walktire,”” de Reszke 
never sang at the Metropolitan, and, s0 
far as I could ever learn, he never sang 
either réle anywhere at any time. 

I am, to tell the truth, only a music 
lover and dilettante—not a musician— 
and, writing as such, I would explain 
the reasons that were given in those 
days by the professed “‘knowing’’ why 
de Reszke never undertook these réles. 
As_is well known, de Reszke began his 
career as a baritone and, as some at 
that time scoffingly declared, he had 
jacked his. voice up to a tenor. Now 
the roles of Tannhiuser and Siegmund 


are both, as I understand it, written

the entrance to the Louvre. Byt Jong 
foreign residence in nq way obseured his 
Pvision of America's future place in the 
field .of art, and throughout his life 
Bartlett worked for the founding of an 
American school of sculpture. 

It waa to help the ultimate establish- 
ment of such @ achool that Bartlett, 
MacMonnies, Thomas Hastings, the Pic- 
cirillis and otherg formed in the Spring 
of 1921 the Society of American Sculp- 
tors. Of the. purposes of this organiza- 
tion Bartlett said at the time: 

*Down through all art’s histery you 
ean name little groups-—-perhans of only 
five or six men—who have melded an 
epech to their thought. The Society, of 
American Sculptors is not very large 
and we could hardly presume to agl] our- 
selves yeast, as rebels jJike to do. The 
membership is of both the older and the 
younger sculptors. The one, eemmoen 
tenet is that it is_possible to be an Amer- 
ican artist without the glightest damage 
te temperament or limitation of talent.

Powers, and 
later there were Ball, Story and others, 
The Wrench. neq-Hellenic art, with which 
you are familiar, may give yoy an idea 
of their werks, The ‘Greek Staye' of 
Hiram Powers caused an indescribable 
emotion among the_well-meaning people 
ef New York hecause ‘it was nude. It 
is simply a study of a woman, recalling 
the Venus de Medici, well executed, yet 
cold and lifeless, This question of the 
nude has always been the point of de- 
parture of incidents more or less absurd, 
Difficulties of the Artists. 

“The majority of the artists ef this 
nea-Hellenia period’ were, I believe, 
sincere, but they never comprehended 
the philosophy of the Greek art; they 
eould never seize the thread which binds 
Greek sculpture so closely $e nature, 
and never could they gee natyre herself 
with their own eyes. — 


“Despite the charms ef Italy, a few 
sculptors retfirned to America and pur- 
sued their profession there. But it re- 
avired courage; the diftiulties of exe- 
-eution in marble, and above all in 
bronge, were stich that it was only in 
1444 that a life-size cast in that metal 
ceuld be made, Its faults were go apr 
Parent and it was sent to Paris in 1885 
to be recast by Pére Gruet. 

“Stl, in spite ef many checks and 
disappointments, sculpture in America 
advanced and in 1853 Clark Mills sue- 
ceedad, after unheard-of efforts, in caste 
ing his statue of Jackson, now at Wash- 
ington.

My thought has constantly recurred 
to a letter recently published in your 
columns, by Winifred Sackville Stoner, 
on athleticism.

One 
is bold who makes even a protest 
against the glory that has aureoled thé 
“Dying Gladiator,’’ the “‘Discus Throw- 
ers,”’ and others who have a classical 
hold upon the imagination of youth and 
age alike. 

There are, however, other forms of 
athletics which we in America could 
well press upon our youth of both sexes 
to great advantage. These, toe, have 
heritage and long precedent. I mean the 
mental contest; the trials of wit, .pre- 
ceded by strenuous training courses in 
mental gymnastics, 

We have been, we are, doing some- 
thing in this line, and doing it well 
in some instances. A. recent and a 
notable one was the debate between 
Governor Smith and ex-Governor Miller 
on the bonding of the State, early in 
July. This must have been’ both helpful 
and flluminating to many, as it was 
broadcast’ far. The mére frequently 
such tournaments are held and hetalded, 
on all public issues, the better for a 
higher intellectual average and a, more 
intelligent: electorate. But let it not be 
confined to: political issues, 

Geveral historical precedents come to 
my mind. Firdusi, the great epic poet 
of Persia, himself won his first. recog- 
nition from his peers in a tournament 
of verse. At first scorried ‘and thought 
to be in caste and ability beneath con- 
sideration,. he. so amazed ‘“‘the literary

tional legend that he compelled their 
admiration, and they conceded him to 
be, “‘The Epic Master.’’ : 

“A beautiful residence. was put at his 
disposal with all the literary treasures 
of the State. And the poet's genius 
was guarded against intrusion as a 
sacred = trust.” (Samuel Johnson, 
“Orienta] Religions—Persia.’’) 

In Firdusi’s ‘“‘Shah-Namah,” ‘The 
Book of Kings,” in which he traces 
early Iranian mythology and tradition, 
he describes the struggles of one Zal 
with his father Sam, in the matter of 
choosing a certain princess. Sam de- 
cides to send his son, with a letter, to 
make a personal appeal for mercy, to 
the reigning king, with his vows and 
prayers. 

«Arrived at the court, “Zal, by his noble 
presence, his skill in answering difficult 
questions concerning all subjects, phys- 
ical, moral and mental, in.a great tour- 
namént of the seers, overcame the mon- 
arch’s prejudice, who then gave his 
consent to his marriage,”’ &c. 

There is also told, in the Apochrypha, 
a most..dramatic contest of wit and 
wisdom. The feast which Darius the 
Great gave to his toparchs and princes, 
where his three guardsmen proclaim the 
“Words of Wisdom.” The reward was 
regal indeed! .By it Zorobabel rebuilt 
under Darius the Temple, ahd the 
treasure which under Cyrus had been 
taken from it was restored.

To the Padttor of The New York Times: 

The question of security for nations is 
now: engrossing the attention of fifty- 
five nations at Geneva. It will be the 
whole theme of a three-Gays’ discussion 
at Detroit by the. Wogld Alliance of 
Churches in November. Nothing final 
will be settled in international affairs 
without first insuring security. Thera 
are two theories being urged by peace 
advocates about which the public holds 
vague views. Both sides agree that 
we must banish war as a means of set- 
tlement of ‘‘international disputes.’’ The 
American public will agree to that, but 
the main issue is, what constitutes war? 
Does an international collective force 
ariving home an © mation that 
Lhas 
in the ordinary sense of the term? And 
is it settling an ‘international dispute’’? 
One party says that unless we have an 


international police force under collec- 
tive control to be used when diplomacy, 
public opinion and economic pressure 
fail, nations will feel no security, and 
will not disarm. They hold that the 
use of such force does not at all settle 
the ‘“‘dispute.’’ That must be settled 
later by some other method than ma- 
chine guns and submarines. They say 
such collective force corresponds to the 
force authorized by our Constitution in

to the States. 

The critics of this position say that 
Madison and Hamilton in our Constitu- 
tional Convention exploded the idea that 
a State can be coerced. What! these 
statesmen said was, in the consideration 
of the powers of the Supreme Court in 
relation to disputes between the States, 
to show that if a State refused to abide 
by the Court’s decision the Government 
could not coerce it; it must be left there 


The Federal Gov- 
ernment can bring no military force to 
bear on a State which uses no violence, 
but the Constitution expressly provides 
that the Federal Government shall guar- 
anteé and secure republican government 
in every State which might in various 
éonceivable’ emergencies involve the use 
of force. 

Nothing is proposed for the adminis 
tration of the United World or the 
League of Nations which goes ‘ther. 
There will never be an army behind the 
World Court to enforce a decision on 
international disputes. Disputes are one 
thing, and war is another. The League

Christianity’ s Influence on 


To the Editor of The New Yorks Times; 
I beg leave to send a few observations 
on the article sy Thomas F. Millard, 
published in a recent issue of THs New 
Yore Troms under the caption of “Chi- 
nese Christians Among Disaffected.’’ 

Before doing so let me state my con- 
viction that Tue Tres has rendered an 
international service of no mean value 
in securing the series of es as well 
as the cable reports from Mr. on 
thée™tecent developments in, China. Of 
the many voices that have been heard 
on this gubject both from America and 
China, his Kas been, I think,.one of the 
wisest, and I speak with: some knowl- 
edge of China, having but recently come 
from that country after a. residence 
there of more than twenty years. 

Mr. Millard, when he speaks of the 
political situation in China, weighs the 
various influences at work there and 
forecasts the future, commands great 
confidence, for he is speaking of mattérs 
in which his large experience and spe- 
clalized training entitle him to speak 
with authority. 

In the matter of the article under re- 
view, however, which is ea discussion of 
the religious and ethical influence of for- 
éign missions in China, he does not 
speak with the same authority. Mr. 
Millard freely admits this. He is.not at 
all dogmatic ;-he says that he Js.speak- 
ing on 2 matter that he does not .thor- 
oughly understand and makes his obser- 
vations rather as suggestions and pos- 
sibilities. Notwithstanding this fact, 
however, as he {¢ an.authority on gen- 
eral conditions in China his article is 
Hkely to mislead and to injure: impor- 
tant interests. For this reason I am: 
taking the ae of making these com- 
ments. 

Mr. Millard begins: his article by 
quoting interesting statistics about the 
progress of mission work in China. He 
says, however, that he finds the total 
number of professed Christians, given 
for 1924 as 620,000, not impressive in 
view of the fact that mission work has 
been carried on in’China for more than 
a hundred years. If Mr. Millard were 
more familiar with church history and 
the history of modern missions he 
would probably not feel this. No one 
can regard the Apostles and the Church 
of the first generation as being defi-

I was personally in China all through 
the year of the anti-Christian movement 
and think I am correct in saying that 
the agitation in the great majority of 
cases was carried on by the students of 
Government schools and only occasional- 
ly succeeded in making trouble in mis- 
sion institutions. Even in such institu- 
tions.a large proportion ‘ofthe students 
are non-Christian, and whére trouble oc- 
curred -it was caused by this element 
among the students. Mr. Millard is 
probably right in his conclusion ‘that the 
Bolshevist ‘representatives had a definite 
part in atirring up this movement among 
the students, 

It cannot, however, be sald that the 
movement had an injurious effect upon 
mission work ; rather is the reverse true. 
‘In the first place it evidenced that 
Christianity has reached a point in China 
when it no longer can be ignored and 
singled out for attack, as has been the 
case throughout the history of the 
Church when the Christian movement in 
any country has grown in power and 
compelled attention. Furthermore, the 
movement has served as a splendid pub- 
licity agent, leading-thousands to inves- 
tigate Christianity who previously treat- 
ed.it with complete indifference. The

The fact is that during the carly 
stages of the propagation of Christian- 
ity throughout its history progress has 
been necessarily slow, and is due to the 
fact that the effort is made not to work 
a superficial change but to change the 
heart and remold the character. The 
history of modern missions amply {l- 
lustrates this fact. For example, in 
ohe of the South Sea Islands a devoted 
missionary worked for thirty years 
without a single convert. Then, however, 
a change came and a movement ‘began 
which in a short time converted to 
Christianity practically the whole popu- 
lation. 
‘The experience of missionaries in 
China has been quite similar. It was 
seven years before Robert Morrison. 
the pioneer. of modern missions in 
China, secured his first convert. After 
fifty years there were barely 500 con- 
verts among all the evangelical mis- 
sions in China. Then, however, the 
movement became more rapid and at 
the end of another fifty years 
were 200,000, In the next seven’ 
years, which brings us to. 1924, the 
number, as Mr. Millard states, grew to 
620,000. A three-fold increase in seven- 
teen years, Mr, Millard would probably 
agree, is not unimpressiye and. gives 
g00d promise that. : Christianity may 
‘soon become the. dominant religious 
force in .

COST OF CRIME. 
To the Dditor of The New York Times: 

I was interested in the article in’ the 
Sunday Times under the heading “Crime 
Costs Nation Ten Billions a Year.”” The 
writer stressed only the economic side of 
the problem, but, being interested in. the, 
subjéct of the human cost of crime, I 
gathered some statistics on this aspect. 
Not having time for extensive references, 
I consulted only the World Almanac, but 
even the few statistics obtained are star- 
tling. 

There are approximately 10,000 deaths 
by murder, 15,000 by suicide: and 80,000 
by accident every year in the United 
States. Most deaths by accident are in 
the last analysis due to criminal negli- 
gence or carelessness, but as there may 
be afew which could not be exactly so 
classified I will take 75,000 deaths..an- 
nually as due to criminal negligence. 
This makes a total of 100,000 deaths in 
this.country yearly due to crime of the 
positive or negative variety. The deaths 
from the etrictly military. causes of be- 
ing killed in action or from ds re- 
ceived in action in the Unitéd States 
Army during the year and a-half in: the 
World War were about 50,000 men.

It was a hafd, hard thing in the 
beginning#: of our Government to get 
‘away from the trappings of royalty and 
to afeume that modesty“and decorum 
iwhich bespéak democracy. 

When the first Senate of the United 
States convened they hati no stenog- 
raphers and no one to keep accurate re- 
pért of the proceedings thereof. The 
fullest account has been preserved to us 
in a journal kept by Senator Maclay of 
Pennsylvania. He retords that in a 
long discussion had.as to the proper title 
by which the President of the United 
States should be addressed thére was a 
dread and-fear that even*a title might 
constitute royalty and thefe must be 
nothing savoring of ee seg ih the new. 
Government. 

So after much discussion they reached 
the conclusion that it ‘was compatible 
‘with dur new institutions ‘to address the 
Président of the United States as his 
Excellency. While*unrecorded, there is 
a legendary story that hen this finally 
“had béen determined iipon, one of the 
‘Senators from Virginia, who did not like 
‘the then Vice President of the United 
‘States, John Adams, sotto voce sug- 
gested that the official title of the Vice 
Pregident of the United-Statés should 
be His Superfluous Excellency

Nobody was ever 
‘crazy enough to shoot at a Vice’ Presi- 
gent.” If you: will go away and find 
gomebody to shoot at me, I'll go down in 
‘history as being the first Vice President 
‘who ever attracted enough attention to 
thaye even a crank shoot at him.’ 
"Whether I am a Presbyterian or a fatal- 
ist I do not know, but I do know that if 
& am to be shot I will never be hanged.

She frankly said she did not think that 
anybody ‘would btli¢ve me. ‘Then I 
asked her whether -she preferred an 
honest man or a liar? She was the 
right kind of a woman, and said, so far 
as she was concerned, I should not be 
punished for entertaining honest. opin- 
ions and honestly expressing them. 

One night as I came-out. of the Sen- 
ate chamber @ well-dressed woman 
stepped up to. me and said, ‘Mr. Vice 
President, how much time have you?’

until the commission had certified that 
it would béautify and adorn the land-

proposed. picketers to, this Fine Arts 
Commission and the commission would 
certify that they would beautify and 
adorn the landscape, I would sign a per- 
mission therefor; >but I- warned ‘them 
that it would have to be. better looking 
women, than I saw standing in front of 
the.

Some Stars Gone Already. 


When the wind sweeps cold across’Bat- 
tery Park and the lovers of the night 
gaze.upwWard through the telescope (at 
10 cents a look) they will see luminous 
above.all others, Sirius, the Dog Star of 
the constellation Canis Major. In an- 
tiquity it was often spoken of as red, 
but now it is of a brilliant white color. 
It is one ot the..best examples of those 
stars whose spectra are rich in hydrogen 
lines. 

Two of the constellations are always 
visiblé to us, that is in our latitude; 
they are Cassiopea and Ursa Major, th2 
Great Dipper, both of which are near the

or shortly thereafter, when conditions 
in Europe wére greatly disturbed, it is 
possible that they could have obtained 
better terms than at present, after the 
delay (whether necessary or ~not) has 
annoyed sentiment in this country, and 
after conditions in Europe have mended 
materially so that the occasion for leni- 
ency is not so clear. 


Cancellation Dropped. 

Cancellation of European debts, which 
was for so long a time a subject of de- 
bate, is no longer an issue. Hopes in 
Burope that the United States would re- 
gard sums advanced to the allied coun- 
tries as part of the United States’ con- 
tribution to a common cause tended to 
delay the process of funding. Sentiment 
in this. country was largely opposed to 
cancellation. Our Government believed 
that the integrity of international obli- 
gations demanded ‘that. these debts be 
‘faithfully discharged? If these® debts 
were not honored, future financing 
would ‘become difficult, and the trust- 
worthiness of all international engage- 
ments would be in doubt. 

On the other hand, the United States 
is a wéalthy nation and the general 
level of prosperity here is considerably 
greater than in Europe. It has there- 
fore been argued that this country could 
afford to be generous, especially since 
Europe has suffered a great catastrophe, 


‘| and that, on the basis of pity, this coun- 


try, which has frequently given money 
to relieve famine and disaster, should 
again show its sympathy toward the 
peoples of Europe. However, it could 
not be ignored that the United States 
has not been oblivious to cénditions in 
Europe, and has already rendered char- 
itable aid to that part of the world. 

The United States has been a patient 
and lenient creditor. Furthermore, Eu- 
ropeans often exaggerated the wealth of 
Americans in general. The United 
States as well as Europe is burdened 
with heavy taxes, and the money now 
to be received back from~- Europe will 
help in paying off part of the large in- 
ternal debt of this country. 

United States officials have ‘declared 
that. in the funding arrangements the 
ability of the debtor to \pay will be 
taken into consideration. ‘This means 
that the United States does. not~desire 
to be a harsh creditor, asking . more 
than Europe can pay. But at. the same 
time this country is by no means an 
easy. mark nor stupid. : 

Special Treatment for Belgium. 

In the agreement ‘on the Belgian debt 
the United States was not the exact- 
ing Shylock that European cartoonists 
had depicted. No interest ‘is charged 
Belgium on the money advanced to her 
during the war and only, the principal

is to bé repaid... This war debt amounts 
to about $171,000,000 and its repayment 
is spread over a period of sixty-two 
years, according ‘to the agreement. 
Money advanced to Belgium since the 
armistice, however, amounting to about 
$246,000,000,-is to be repaid with ac- 
crued interest to date. This ‘latter debt 
bears. an interest rate of 8% per cent. 
except during the first ten years, when 
the payments are less, and its extinction 
is also spread over sixty-two years. 

At the Peace Conference it was 
agreed that in view of Germany’s vio- 
lation of Belgian neutrality the German 
Government be substituted as. debtor 
in respect to the pre-armistice debts. 
Our representatives agreed with those 


France and the political situation there 
have been such that had the Govern- 
ment ‘accepted the best terms that could 
be obtained ‘from the United States 
these terms would not have found favor 
in France, and their acceptance would 
have threatened the overthrow of the 
Government agreeing to them. Even in 
the case of Great Britain the Govern- 
ment there which consummated a settle- 
ment with the United Statés ‘was sub- 
jected to severe criticism for not obtain- 
ing better terms from the Americans. 
The debt of France to the United 
States Government amounted last May 
to $4,210,557,000. Of this sum the prin- 
cipal amounts to $3,340,000,000, and the 
remainder -represents accrued interest.

Furthermore, had the United States 
not treated the pre-armistice part of 
the Belgian debt differently from the 
remainder this" country’ would have 
been exacting /harsher terms from Bel- 
gium than Belgium’s other creditors, 
who have relieved Belgium of this debt 
by accepting instead charges against 
German reparations. Five per cent, of 
the. annual reparation payments under 
the Dawes plan are set aside to liqui- 
date this debt of Belgium, an arrange- 
ment accepted by all the countries ex- 
cept the United States. The United 
States could not accept a share of the 
Dawes annuities in lieu of payments by 
Belgium, since dn act of Congress for- 
bids such action., Even under the pres- 
ent arrangement the United States may 
possibly receive a’ larger percenta of 
payment on the pre-armistice acbe fu 
Belgium's other creditors. 


The concession granted to Belgium in 
not charging interest 6n the pre-armi- 
stice debt was held in some quarters to 
set a precedent and.indicate that con- 
cessions might'be granted to. France and 
However, as. pointed out in the 
statement issued by the Debt Commis- 
sion, the reasons for not charging this 
interest to Belgium. were pecular to 
that country and indicate little more 
than that, each case is considered ‘on its 
own merits.

Although the finances of France. are 
still much in need; of improvement, 
France has decided. that she cannot af- 
ford to delay any longer. The budget of 
France is. not yet in balance, although

coming year. The total debt of France 
now amounts to about  450,000,000,000 
francs, or about $22,500,000,000. Of-~ this 
debt about $8,000,000,000 is foreign debt.

This is not the sort of hearing to 


Air Board convenes early and sits late 
taking only a short recess at noon, It 
requests facts from all witnesses, rather 
than mere statements. Facts, supported 
by accurate details and expert opinions, 
are two things that have sent the princi- 
pel witnesses back into their office files 
on the’ long and tedious search for ma- 
terial which will serve to substantiate 
some of the rather startling statements 
that are being made. 

Where was very little time (only a few 
days) for the officers of the army and 
navy, the chiefs of other Federal bureaus °* 
and their hésts of assistants, to prepare 
statements. They are now sitting up 
nights working over reports and charts, 
assembling further evidence to prove 
that what they say is true. 

‘The Issue Stated. 


While everybody expected that an in- 
vestigation would be held after the most 
recent outburst by Colonel William 
Mitchell, none of those connected with 
Federal aviation expected that it would 
take its present form, Mitchell did not 
cause this investigation. Moreover, he 
did not originate the air-service contro- 
versy. The main issue, which, after the 
first week of the hearings, has come to 
be recognized as the principal question, 
is whether the Government shall create 
an independent air force as part of a 
mational policy of aviation expansion 
(something it has never had) or whether 
the old line officers of the army and 

\‘ mavy shall be permitted to handle ser- 
vice aviation along present lines. 

That question dates back to 1916, when 
@ mumber of leAding citizens sat down in 
‘Washington to take stock of national 
tesources in anticipation of.our entry in- 
to the-war. They found no aviation to 
speak of. They discovered that the high 
officers charged with the responsibility 
of national defense looked upon aviation 
es the least important branch of the de- 
fensive establishment. 

Had this been a question of strategic 
policy among the military and naval 
chieftains the chances are that it would 
not have déveloped into such a popular 
gubject. It would have been confined 
within’ departmental walls. But close 

_a@visers to the President took cog- 
nizance 6f the air controversy early in 
the year. Men prominent in business 
and transportation circles investigated 
the possibilities of commercial aviation 
and found a lack of policy in the Gov- 


ernment, save for that of the army and 


navy, which, it is frankly admitted, is 
to. keep aviation within bounds as a 
mere auxiliary atm of the older 
branches. . 
_A Show-Down Needed. 
In some unexplained manner a strvey 


of the entire situation was made for 


President. Coolidge without the mem- 
bers of his Cabinet or any of the mili- 
tary or naval leaders being aware of 
it. The result was that the Chief Ex- 
ecutive became convinced, early last 
Spring, that a comprehensive and pub- 
lic showdown of the subject in all its 


phases should be made before the next 


session of Congress. 

Members of the Air Board, as repre- 
sentatives of the President, are to re- 
port to him, and he will submit their 
findings to Congress in the form of rec- 
commendations for legislation on all 
points. These points include. the pro- 
posal to isolate the air forces from the 
battleship bureau and the regular army. 
The board ‘must render its decision on 
that main issue, else its investigation 
will not have amounted to an ng. 
All other questions—a national policy 
for the development of commercial avia- 
tion, the tir.mail, interstate commerce 
and other activities—are subordinate to 
thet issue because at present the Ad- 
mirals and Generals on the Joint Army 
ané Navy Board are virtually in control 
of all the aviation in America. That 
is one reason why the headquarters 
staffs of the two services are undergo- 
ing the worst convulsion in a generation. 

Another reason lies in the fact that 
this is the first time in history that a 
President has considered flying of suffi- 
cient importance to warrant a compiete 
analysis of its place in the national de- 
fense. And for the first time, as far as 
the records show, a President has failed 
to entrust a defense problem to those 
serving him in his capacity of Com- 
mander-in-Chief. He appointed his Air 
Board, for the most part, from other 
ranks. 





Not Defendants. 


It was thought that a more careful

Members of the Air Board are at pains 
to inform each witness that he may take 
all the time he chooses in answering 
questions. When a question is either 
ignored or evaded, members of the 


board make a note of it. That is con- 


trary to custom ‘in aircraft investiga- 
tions. Heretofore the department and 
bureau heads have been able to couch 
ticklish statements in such technical 
phraseology that none but an expert in 
aviation could understand what they 


were driving, at. These tactics. have 

been followed at the present inquiry; 

but the inquiry is not completed as yet. 
Keen Minds at Work. 

At first the majority of interested per- 
sons could not understand how the board 
could render a constructive and compre- 
hensive report which should serve as a 
guide to the President and Congress. It 
Was predicted that, because the eight 
members were either drafted from rela- 
tively strange fields or had strong views 
of their own, they could not possibly 
agree on a final report. That opinion 
gradually altered as the hearings got 
under way. It was soon realized that 
the President had a definite plan in 
mind when he named the Air Board. 

There is Dwight W. Morrow of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., a financier’ who admits 
that his knowledge of aviation has been 
limited to what he has read and heard.

Judge Denison, according to members 
of his prof i mn one of the 
keenest legal minds on the Federal 
bench.

His 
personality dnd his self-confidence and 
his frank manner have made former in- 
vestigations| a veritable Mitchell day, 





thereby discouraging his Qpponents and 


suppressing their side of the casé so far 
as the public is concerned. Mitcheil, 
though in Texas, has thus far dominated 
the hearings.

DUTCH TO WREST NEW LANDS Fe ROM SEA

AMSTERDAM. 
EARLY 1,000 square miles of 
arable land is to be added to 
Holland’s present area of 13,000 
square miles by the damming 
and draining of the Zuyder Zee 
The first section of the main dam, a 
mile-and-a-half section connecting the 
western coast with the Island of Wier- 
ingen, has just been completed.’

Here the prej- 
udice is of the same ignorant kind that 
exists- in some minds with reference 
to-public or free hospitals and clinics.’ 
No dopbt, the errangements have the’ 
faultsywhich are common to all human 
creations, but there is po reason to feel 
any apprehension as to the safety and 
humane treatment of petients in our 
large institutions. ~ 

Still other motives play their parts 
here ahd lead relatives to delay and 
dally, even in cases where tHe peril 
to themselves is most manifest. Moth- 
ers, and fathers as well, shrink from 
the idea of parting with mentally sick 
children. They keep them at home for 
purely sentimental reasons, in defiancé

Under such 
circumstances there is a very natural 
tendency, coidred by necessity, to ‘keep 
the ‘worker at his earning as long a5 
possible, once more to his detriment and‘ 
at the risk of tragedy.

And until 
we do these things we shall have ever 
higher ‘taxes to pay for their mainte- 
nance and our protection and we shall 
always be. exposed to some degree to 
their crimes.

needs. This being done, they would be 
sent out te smaller connected institutions 
for their continued detention, treatment, 
education and. refitting. . Criminals as 
well as the merely insane or abnormal 
would pass through this central hos- 
pital on their way to proper places of 
detention and medication, 

In each of these central hospitals there 
would also be laboratories and clinics 
where the newly opened field of fhe 
acience of behavior’could be fully ex- 
ploned and dts further mysteries cleared. 
Piere we should gon be able to evdine 
teats for verious gland end nervous 4 
rangements,’ whose exact naturé @n 
causation are still mysterious. And find- 
ing the cause and character of. the 
troubles,.-we should soon evolve curative 
treatments.

national Arbitration,’ which was re- 
named in 18099 “The Interparliamentary 
Union." Its October conference will be 
its twenty-third. 


Eminent Guests From Everywhere. 

The first *interparliamentary _confer- 
ence was held during the World Exposi- 
tion in Paris in 1889. Delegates‘ at- 
tended from France, Great Britain, 
Italy, Belgium, Denmark, Hungary, Li- 
beria, Spain and the United States. 
Since then other national groups have 
been organized until now thirty-one par- 
liaments are represented in the member- 
ship of the union. 

The three: earliest annual conferences 
of the union were held in private rooms. 
The fourth, in Berne, held its sessions 
in the Swiss House of Parliament. Since 
the head of the Norwegian Government 
greeted the conference with official 
ceremony in 1899 other Governments of 
the countries in which the union has 
met have extended similar recognition 
to the delegations. 

Among the delegates from abroad will 
be ex-Premier Herriot of France, Sir 
Herbert H. Huntington-Whiteley of 
Great Britain, whose wife, the daughter 
of Premier Stanley Baldwin, will accom- 
pany him; Dr. Walter.

The purpose of the union as adopted 
at its twentieth conference in Vienna, 
1922, }is: “‘To unite in common action the 
members of all parliaments, constituted 
in national groups, to secure the cooper- 
ation of their respective States in the 
firm establishment and the democratic 
development of the work of international 
peace and cooperation between peoples, 
by means of a universal organization .of 
nations. Its object is also to study all 
questions. of an international character 
suitable for settlement by parliamentary. 
action.’’ 

Inasmuch as there is now in existence 


a “well-nigh gineral organization of ‘aa 
tions—the’ League of Nations — — Dr. 
Christian Lange of Switzerland, Secte- 
Aary General of the. union,. hag - been’ 
asked why the union continues. Ha an- 
swered:- 

‘The union has at its disposal a wider 
and more. elastic organization than an 
exclusively official. institution composed 
of States, such as the League of Na- 
tions; ~The union, , therefore, still has 
important work to do. In. the acton- 
plishment of this work it appeals to ail

im St. Louls, Mo., during the World's 
Fair in 1904, For the expenses of _+he 
conference the United’ States Govern- 
ment appropriated $50,000. It has set 
aside the same sum for the forthcoming 


conference. Had not the World War 
prevented it the Interparliamentary 
Union would have had another confer- 
ence in this country: in 1915—but fin the 
was period no annual meetings were 
held. Last August the American group 
invited it to meet here. All its sessiqns 
except those in Ottawa on limiting nar- 
sotics will be held in Washington. 

The union maintains headquarters in 
Geneva, Switzerland, in support of 
which the United States Government 
appropriates $4,000 yearly. In Wash- 
ington the American group will act.as 
host to the other national groups. They 
will -receive ‘the delegates when after 
disembarkation ‘they arrive at. the 
Pennsylvania Station in New York at 
9:30 A; M..‘on Sept. 30, providing « 
special train to Washington. Their hos- 
pitality ia° to include transportation and 
accommodations at the Mayflower Hotel. 
En route to Washington, Sept, 30, the 
delegates"have been invited to stop over 
in Philadelphia for luncheon and a view 
of the ‘places of interest, under the 
auspices of a committee headed by Sen- 
ator George Wharton Pepper.

“Indians, 
trough tiielr interpreter, that they 
wished to meet them at a. point distin- 
guished by a chump of cottonwood trees, 
beyond the Missouri frontier. Kansas 
territory was almost treeless then. These 
cottorrwoods were a landmark. 

The Indians received $900, agreeing in 
return not to molest white men travel- 
img through the country. Each year a 
tolizage was collected at the same plate 
by tribal representatives. 

It took pioneer vision to see the wis- 
@om of the treaty. Benton haq stout 
opposittos in the Senate when he first. 
proposed ‘to Mark a road through ‘“‘for- 
elgn country.”’’ Seweral years before the 
treaty, William Backnell, of Missouri, a 

’ trapper and tradef, returned to Inde- 
pendence bringing tales. of the profits 
made in ‘his: wanderings westward. 
While he was trading near Puebh, in 
Colorado, he was told by the Indians of 
a new market, a Mexican city to the 
South. Santa Fé “was really only. « 
town of 300, yet it held an advanta- 
geous site, being ‘the cantre from which 
many trails radiated. Also, it was:a 
customs entry to Mexico. In time it 
became a. golden market for adventur- 
ous American merthants. 

Early Traders Ventured Far. 


Becknell is called now the ‘‘Father of 
the Santa Fé Trail’’ because he made 
‘the first successful; commercial round 
trip to Santa Fé, though many others 
had wandered into that country, trap- 
\ping, exploring and swapping. Becknell 
advertised in the Missouri Intelligence, 
June 25, 1921: “A company of men 
‘destined westward for the purpose of 
trading for horses and mules and catch- 
ing animals of every description.’’ They’ 
brought home ‘‘a handsome profit,’’ ity 
was reported afterward. 
Other caravans were ‘organized. On; 
Becknell’s second jourziey™ he used 
wagons, an innovation; for’ every thifi 





become a republic in 1823, and the heavy 
duties of: the Spanish King had been 
‘abolishéd. There was a natura) friendly 
feeling on the part of Americans to- 
ward thts new republican neighbor in its 
infancy. 

Senator Berton reasoned soundly that 
protection to ‘traders meant wealth to 
his State, Missouri, and he fought hard 
for hig appropriation of $30,000, espe- 
cliily against the New England States, 
which had their (interests in sailing- 
ship trade and were able to secure a 
half miltion dollars ‘‘to fight pirates in 
the West Indies.” This was a point of 
advantage for Benton to attack. . 

“A half millién spent to protect the 
Eastern seagoing merchants and not a 
small sum for the protection of the 
Western. trader against Indians in«an 
uncharte:t’ dJand !"" So he argued. He 
poifited out’ the advantages to the South 
and the North: since cotton of our man- 
ufacture sold in Santa F6 for $2 a yard. 
This same eotton was grown inthe 
South, manufactured in the North and 
sold by the West, each part of America 
getting its share of the profita-—agricul- 
ture, manpfacturing and commerce, all 
mutually dependent upon one another, 

#etterson Favored Trail, 

Last, Benton visited Thomas Jeffer- 
son to get his wise opinion on the bill. 
It happened to be Christmas Eve. 
Benton, in his “Thirty Years’ View,” 
speaks of Jefferson’s hospitality and of 
the long talks they had around the fire. 
Jefferson told‘of building a road from 
Georgia to New Orleans, through In- 
dian country and 200 miles further into 
Spanish Dominion. Benton described 
this telk before Congress. It was the 
climax of his speech, for the name of 
Jefferson was a watchword of wise 
statesmanship. When the votes were 
taken, the ayes won by 30 to 12. The 
bill. received the signature of President 
Mofiroe on March 3, 1825. The signing 
was one of the last official acts of his 
public life. The measure was put into 
effect by John Quincy Adams. 


Opening the Southwest. 


From that time the Santa F6 trail be- 
came an American asset. The com- 
merce of.the prairies started relling 
West. Others had traveled the route 
before the Americans. It was the 
natural way to the Southwest and the 
Pacific Coast. The tracks of deer and 
antelope showed that animals, with wise 
engineering instinct, knew the levels, 
the waterways, the lowest pass through 
the mountains. 

The Spanish, when they came, fol- 
lowed the animal trails across prairies;

To this day a Kansas 
farmer, in plowing, will dig up a piece 
of Spanish gold, or, perhaps, a heavy- 
ehained horse’s bit. Even - fragments 
of armor have been found to tél] the 
tale ofthese courageous explérers. 
The Americans were the first to open 
up the way for business, - Others had 
looked for the fabled Kingdom of Quiv- 
ira, for the fountain-of yoyth, for emer- 
ald mines, for layérs of. gold, for wild 
game, fornew lands to conquer for the 
glory of crown and church; but the 
Americans went looking for trade, 


The first. instalment was paid te the }- 


Indiang at Council Grove in 1825, and 
a commission was sent out to mark the 
road from the boundary line of. the 
United States to the frontier of New 
Mexico, Even now, ‘to people rushing 
in..mgtor cars along the broad high- 
roads, many of the old markers are 
still visible. They appear atthe edge 
ef the stone roads, small mounds of 
mud in the shape of a bee hive. Some 
6f them have stood for a century. 

It was impossible to use wooden sign 
posts, as the prairies ~were treeless, and 
rocks ‘were not- practical except negr 
river beds: So & sort of adobe mud 
was made from the soil, which “hard- 
ened inte a stony. substance. Some 
motorists say thet it is still possible 
to go from Kansas ‘City to Santa Fe 
by following these markers. The Old 
Trails Association has put up modern 
sign posts telling the mileage and point- 
ing the way for over 800 miles. 


Kansas City’s Beginning. 

The early caravans,: which started 
westward in covered wagons over the 
Santa Fe trail, bought their supplies at 
first at the! town of Independence, Mis- 
souri; tex miles east of present-day Kan- 
sas City. There was no Kansas City 
then, Only a settlement called Westport, 
situated: inland /@ short distance from 
the junction of the Missouri and the 
Kaw Rivers. ‘This small trading post 
in time took the business away from 
Independence. The Westporters were 
aggressive and finally made their town 
the chief point for outfitting wagon 
trains. : 

More than one Kansas City corpora- 
tion of today has its roots in those 
frontier times. A certain wholesale 
hardware company, now the largest dis- 
tributer of its/kind in the Southwest, 
began selling “axes, lanterns, harness 
and ropes’ to the prairie schooner. 
With prosperity, Westport. and West- 
port Landing, where the steamboats 
docked, changed their name to ‘The 
Town of Kansas.” 

In those days boraer money was used, 
minted in Philadelphia and shipped 
igerpboats to the

distributed. It saved the Far West 
from any Eastern panics. Much of the 
gold was originally imported from 
Mexico. In 1852-1858, the following: sums 
were paid:

Border’ money made Kansas City the 
clearing house of the Southwest and en- 
hanced its position as a market, For 
when the Indians received their an- 
nuity they did not hide it in a sock. 
They bought beads and savage-colored 
calicos: The army men used their money 
in a manly way. The mail money was 
paid direct to citizens of Missouri who 
contracted for carrying mail across the 
prairies. And much ‘of the money that 
went to New Mexico was traded out. 
lane prairie schooners had sea-going 
discipline. Before starting a captain was 
elected whose word was supreme in all 
emérgencies, stfch as stampedes, Indlan 
fights and river crossings. His voice 
was decisive. Every one took turn at 
night guard duty and no one was al- 


teeeweee 


‘lowed to substitute. Although the cara- 


vans presented a motley arrdy of cos- 
tumes and looked unmilitary, they were 
under strict command, for the good of 
their passengers:in a crisis. 

The wagons were manufactured in 
Pittsburgh and carried one and a half 
tons. . Before the Mexican War a duty 
of $500 was charged on every wagon 
going into Santa Fé, regardless of its 
contents. Many a. teamater. reloaded 
his wares into fewer wagons before 


‘entering the Mexican Republic, and) 


either burned or hid his*extra wagons 
near the home-going.road. <A tax was 
also imposed on all gold taken out of 
the Mexican country, But the Ameri- 


eans met this exorbitant tax with cun-| 





ning. They had false wheel axles made, 
hollowed out to hold the Spanish gold, 
and thus smuggled it over the border. 
Those days when the prairie schooners 
sailed the plains made a colorful chap- 
ter in American history, The way was 
full of hardships. Water “was scarce, 
and mouths were parched from thirst. 


"There were Indians to fight in an un- 


known country, and there -was the 
monotony of sky and earth. . All these 
elements stimulated the. pioneer § spirit. 
Those who made the journey across the 
plains found a fascination in the voyage, 
They started as traders, but the lure 
of the West held them, and many be- 
came wagon masters, driving the prairies 
back. and forth. 

There was always merriment at the 
ends of the trails. When the horses 
and oxen were unhooked, the vyoyagers 
drank and danced, sometimes until all 
the gold was gone out of their pockets. 
Then they took to the trail again in 
sailor fashion. | 

The settlers followed the commerce of 
the prairies., People came from the Hast 
and the Midwest, driving across the 
States or steaming up the Missouri 
River,.and then hopped off, taking their 
wives with them to help in the’ building 
of their pioneer homes, They faced a 
lonely life in the monotony of the plains, 

Finally, after the wagon trains had 
blazed the way and the settlers had built 
their homes, the stage coaches started 
galloping along the Santa Fé trail, In 
July, 1850, the first overland mail stage 
left Independence. ‘‘The stage was got- 
ten up in elegant style,'’ a paper of that 
day said. ‘‘Each stage was arranged to 
convey eight passengers, the bodies be- 
ing beautifully painted, and mbhde*water- 
tight with a view of using them as 
boats in ferrying streams. .The team 
congists of six mules to each coach. The 
mail is guarded by elght men, armed 





as follows: each man has at his side, 
fastened in the stage, one Colt'’s revolv- 
ing rifle; in a holster below, one of 
Colt’s long revolvers, and in his helt 
@ small Colt’s revolver, besides a hunt- 
ing knife; sd eight men are ready, in 
case of attack, to discharge 136 shots 
without having to reload.’’ 

. An Exciting Journey. 

When the stage needed more protec- 
tion the’ Government sent a guard ‘of 
soldiers from military posts. The Osage 
Indians, who signed the Treaty of Coun- 
cil Grove, never molested the travelers. 
It took two weeks to make the journey, 
If the rains and snows did not block the 
trails, and provided the Indians were in 
peaceful mood. The coach did not stop 
at night but went galloping across the 
plaine under the stars, and changed 
horses or mules every twenty milles. 


For the.first few'days the passengers 
were uncomfortable, not being able 
to accommodate themselves to such 
cramped conditions. Some would run 
along beside the coach, but -they had to 
keep very near, for the Indian menace 
was a real danger, and should they get 
out of sight of the coach they risked 
losing their scalps. 


No money was refunded to thene. whe 
migged the coach. The fare was $250 
one way, which allowed for forty pounds 
of baggage and for food. 

Stage coach days along the Santa Fé 
Trail teemed with excitement, Kit Car- 
son was there, fighting Indians, scout- 
ing and chasing robbers. Men with 
black handkerchiefs over. their noses 
made the passengers ‘‘stick ’em up"’ and 
robbed: the Government mails. Bandits, 
outlaws, horsethieves all preyed on. the 
stage coach travelers. In quieter 
ments tho passengers hunted along the 
road,:Tt°>was not uncommon to drive 





through herds of buffalo that extended 
Without break for 100 miles. 

But the stage coach became obsolete 
when the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
Railroad. joined, the “West to the East 
with steel tracks in 1880, On Feb, 9 the 
first train roared over the plains, Inman 
wrote at the end of his book (‘‘The Old 
Santa F6 Trail’’): “The old trail as a 
r route for commerce was closed forever. 
The once great highway f§ now only a 
picture in the memory of the few who 
have traveled its weary course.”” ™ 


us The Motorist Enters. 


For a generation the Santa F6 trall 
was -forgotten—pushed into the dusty 
past where traditions go. But nowadays 
the trail is‘ busy with automobile tour- 
ists whirling over hard-surfaced roads 
at forty miles an hour and making the 
trip from Kansas. City to Santa Fé in 
three or four days with perfect ease and 
plenty of comfort—a journey which, in 
the early packing period, took from five 
to tenj weeks.: In the eastern part of 
Kans: a fain still makes the way 
sticky. But there are many miles of 
concrete and sandy roads which are. 
dragged like a race track, 

Getting supplied for the journey is 
easier now than it was fifty years ago. 
Little preparation is necessary. With a 
closed car, people cam wear the same 
clothes that they might wear on a week- 
end party. Some prefer to havea camp- 
ing -experience and- gypsy along the 
road. Thi# is not a necessity as in. the 
olden times. There are excellent hotels 
all along ‘the Santa Fé trail, The 
Harvey houses refresh. the motorist as 
originally. they refreshed the Santa Fé's 
passengers.

That the conditions attached. to the 
race make it the most dangerous of all 
fiying contests all pilots admit. Both 
planes are equipped with parachutes and 
a lever. that will permit the pilot to 
throw open the upper part of the cock- 
pit, thus penmitting him to jump out 
with his parachute. But the race must 
be flown at an altitude of not more than 
400 feet, and at a height of only 400 
feet no pilot has more than one chance 
in a thousand to make a safe parachute 
drop. “The one hope that the pilots will 
have, in case of accident, is that they 
can pull the control stick back -and 
nose the plane into the ir. Even if 
the engine stops dead the terrific speed 
at which the machine will be traveling 
will possibly give. it encugh impetus to 
elimb to a height. where the pilot can 
make «a successful drop with his para- 
chute open. . 

Another great suaiee. that to the lay- 
man seems almost absurd, is the pos- 
sibility of the pilots of the racing planes 
falling asleep. In his record breaking 
race in 1923 Lieutenant Williams: be- 
came numbed while traveling at a rate of 
240 miles an hour. As a fesult he lost 
count of- the number of laps he had 
covered and flew an extra lap. So fast 
did he fly while rounding the pylons 
that he lost consciousnéss temporarily, 
and though he had been marking thé 
number of laps on his steering wheel 
with a piece of chalk he made one com- 
plete circle of the course without know- 
ing anything about it. 


Diving Start Barred. 

As a result of the death of Captain 
Burt E. Skeel, who was killed while 
diving for a start at the Pulitzer race 
at Dayton’ last year, that kind of 
atart is now prohibited. Previously pilots 
sent their machines to a ‘tigh altitude 
before the start of the race and then 
came down in a dive so that they at- 
tained the maximum rate of speed as 
they crossed the starting line.

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ANDIANS FIND SUBSTITUTE. | 
FOR OUTLAWED FIREWATER 





Form “Churches” Where Chewing Peyote Is Part of 
Stupefying Ritual—Say It Prevents Tuberculosis— 
Bad Medicine, Say Government Agents ~ 


N argument relating to peyote has 
been going on for a number: of 
years between Indians of several 
Midwestern States and Indian 


social workers and missionaries, { 


The Indians hold that peyote is a sure 
cure for ‘‘firewater,’’ the red man’s 
curse, while the social workers call pey- 
ote ‘‘bad medicine,” a curse in itself 
and its substitution for firewater merely 
supplanting one evil with another. To 
complicate matters, the Indians are 
using peyote as p&rt of a native religious 
ceremony and Government authorities 
are loth td In ere with any of the 
religious rites of the original Americans. 

Peyote is a species of mescal raised in 
some of the Southern States. It grows 
wild in Mexico. At the top of the plant 
is a little ‘button’. which has myste- 
rious properties. Properly consumed, 
these buttons will either knock the user 
‘for a row” or they will make him 
“gee sights and dream dreams’’ (as the 
Indians say) that. rival those of the 
opium smoker. 

A group of Indian service seaabiiat 
meeting in July at Aberdeen, S. D., from 
seven States, declared that the use of 
peyote was spreading; that it was hav- 
ing a debilitating effect on the morals 
and physical condition of large numbers 
of American Indiang; that there was 
danger of white people, and especially 
white children, acquiritig a craving for 
the drug. Finally, that they did not 
know what to do about its use. 


Special “‘Churches’’ Promote It. 

Peyote is ritualistically employed in 
Indian religious observances. Societies 
in various‘ sections are organized as 
“churches” under State charters and 
claim protection of the law as such. 
The ‘‘churches” have officers, including 
a high priest, who leads a weird cere- 
mony to the accompaniment of kettle- 
drum music. This ceremony seems to 
be. a blend of all that Christianity has 


taught the Indians, combined with an-, 


cient beliefs and practices dating back 
to the Aztecs, among whom the use of 


the drug in connection with religious} 


rites is supposed to have originated. 

A darkened room, with little ventila- 
tion, is used for the sessions, presided 
over by the high priests. In the centre 
of the room is a pot of boiling water 
filled with the peyote buttons. Squatted 
around are wrinkled bucks, wide-faced 
squaws and young braves. Kettle- 
drums boom, the priest carries on his 


incantations and peyote fumes from the 
pot begin to fill'the room.’ Inhalation 
of the fumes’ produces the desired stupor 
and the “sights and dreamst’”” - 

While the’ funies are mounting the ef: 
fect is hastened by impatient celebrants 
through eating Spare buttons. The aged, 


by the younger members, who soften 
the buttons in their mouths and then 
pass them on to the elders. Now and 
then, moved by “visions” and the mono- 
tone of the drums, some leader gets up 
and addresses his « fellows in solemn 
terms befitting the occasion. 


_ Alleged Cure tor. Consumption. 
By and by the participants fall into 


@ stupor, completely overcame by the 
powerful potion. _ Indian teachers say 
the sessions are degrading debauches 
test that it often takes two or three 
days to. recover from the effects of the 
drug. 

Government physicians assert that the 
effect of peyote is similar to that of co- 
caine or any other powerful narcotic and 
that ‘the peyote habit is difficult to 
break. Its constant use is said by some 
doctors to lead to insanity. Indians, on 
the other hand, deny these assertions 
and say that peyote is not only useful 
as a cure for the finewater habit but is 
also good medicine against disease, par- 
ticularly tuberculosis. 

At all events, Indian missionaries de- 
clare the growing use of peyote to be 
one of the most discouraging things they 
meet with in their work—that even 
babies are given the buttons to chew on. 
Dr. Edward Ashley of Aberdeen, 8. D., 
a missionary worker among the Indians 
for. fifty years, has pointed out the case 
with which white children may get the 
buttons from Indian children. He is con- 
vinced that a, strict national law and 
rigid enforcement of State laws are need- 
ed to fight an insidious menace which 
may eventually spread over a large ter- 
ritory as a substitute for forbidden 
Uquors and narcotics.

In the words of the 
General himself; his efforts have made 
him as popular in Philadelphia as a por- 
cupine: at a picnic. 

After almost two years of the most 
rigid. law enforcement.that the General 

Anas been able to supply, he is on, the 
‘verge of retirement. When it was made 
- Jnown that he would surrender his tem- 

porary post as Director of Public Safety 
nd return to: the Marine .Corps, one 

man in Philadelphia expressed regret. 
That man was Mayor Kendrick, who 
brought General Butler to Philadelphia 
at the beginning of his term for the an- 

nounced purpose of reorganizing the 
‘Police Department and routing-the crim- 
inal elenients. 

The General will i glad to quit. “‘It 
has been a bully fight,”’ he said, sitting 
at his desk in the City Hall, ‘‘and I am 
going to keep up the scrap until the last 
hour. I will leave without regrets and 
‘Philadelphia will be happy to see me go, 

g by the failure of anybody to 
puggest that I might as well stay, Run- 
ning this’ city’s Police Department {s a 
hard job, in‘the face of organized re- 
gistance from many sources. 

“But I haven't bothered‘about the re- 
sistance. I picked out a handful of men 
here in the department .and we have 
made Philadelphia a cleaner city than I 
found it. Crimes of all kinds have been 





‘Reduced by half in my two years. There 
fs no other city in the United States of 
the: same size where life and property 
enjoy gréater safety. Today we have 
the lowest per capita records for crimes 
and automobile thefts. “In carrying on 
this job I have been cussed, discussed, 
boycotted, talked about, lied about, lied 
to ‘and condemned more than én all the 
rest of my life. And my jobs have not 
been the sort to please everybody. The 
War was a vacation compared to this 
one. It has kept me,on duty or subject 
to call 24 hours a day.. We have tried 
to make up in spirit what we lacked in 
resources. I am willing to let anybody 
investigate the results and hand down 
his own decision.” 


Butler Cites the Records. 


General Butler is the same alert, wiry 
man who took up his police task after a 
career that began in the ranks and led 
him to the grade of senior. Brigadier 
General. But he has lost numerous 
pounds and the tanned face of two years 
ago. What he lacks in pounds and tan 
is supplied by resolution. 

Mayor Kendrick was elected in part by 





his pledge to cleanse Philadelphia. He 
selected General Butler to handle the 
cleansing. Civic, commercial and church 
bodies hailed his coming as the begin- 
ning of a new day. The press was united 
in acclaiming his choice. Seldom has a 
man stepped into a public position with 
s0 many assurances of support. It was 
gaid that the Philadelphia Police De- 
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_partment had fallen upon ‘bad days; that 
crime an¢ ‘ce. were rampant: and the 
Prohibition .«ws litfle but'a name. Suc- 
ceeding police heads and City Adminis- 
trations had done little to correct an 
admittedly evil condition. 

So.a than without political affiliations, 
@& man of known deeds, was called in. 
There would be neither fear nor fav® 
and responsible elements of the commu- 
nity were pledged to uphold his hands. 
How the program has worked out is best 
told in the words of the General. He is 
disposed to answer questions. by citing 
the records, showing a decrease of crim 
and a corresponding gain in police actie. 





“Philadelphia has always had ang will 
always get the kind of law enforcement 
that it wants,’ he said. ‘‘This is & great, 
rich and outwardly respectable commu- 
nity, It wants to stay that/ way. It 
likes a. Sunday morning /atmosphere 
without looking up\the alley, It does not 
want to be bothered with effort or trou- 
ble, To turn the head ig easier than to 
see an unpleasant sceng I took thjs job 
because it was represented to me as a 
duty. I didn’t partiqularly want it then

A large share of public _ opinion 
looked upon the advent .of Gen- 
eral Butler as ‘‘just another clean-up."’ 
The opinion held that he must fall 
where so many others had tried. What 
law enforcement will be after his retire- 
ment is yet to be determined. 


Shifting the Police. 


The Genera] first undertook to make 
over the pelice-force. There were pros- 
pects of a considerable increase in num- 
bers that dif’ not materialize. And he 
found the force disorganized, politics- 
ridden, many of the men physically in- 
capable. It was suffering from low 








Some of them now 
Include parts of six wards. It is harder 
to get agreement among six ward lead- 
era than one. We dealt a bloW at in- 
fluence that made the ‘politicians howl. 
But it helped the department mightily. 
Precinct commanders and patrolmen 
ceased to live in fear of their jobs. Re-

This change of the precinct lines might 
be said to have marked the turniig 
point in General. Butler's. career as the 
clean-up man of Philadelphia. Neither 
the city nor the Police Department has 
been. the same from the time of that 
revolutionary: alteration.

Another change tnat contributed large- 
ly to General. Butler’s unpopularity was

raids, arrests and. seizures. The city 
looked on with something of amazement, 
One by one the old bars began to close 
until the better known are little more 
than a memory. Then he pounced upon 
the “‘speak-easies,’’ many of the gilded 
kind, and carried the prohibition drive 
into high places where-the élite of the 








morale and the fear of influence, Gen- 
eral Butler began at the bottom, orderéd 
new uniforms, shifted men long in’ one 
station; .and tried to impart sdéme of his 
own Stirring personality. The force be- 
gan to take on a new pride, But the 
olA influénce of politics was at work. 
“There were forty-two police pre- 
cincts, corresponding to the city wards,”’

Only 814 Per Cent. of 
Farms in This Country 
Are Equipped With 

'. Receivers 








MLY 8% per cent. of the. farms 

in this country are equipped with 

radio receivérs, according to a 

survey just completed by the De- 

partment ‘of Agriculture. Ques- 
tionnaires on radio were sent.to county 
agents to determine, if possible, the 
extent to which farmers are interested 
in radio and the :use& to which they are 
putting it. 

Answers to the questionnaires reveal 
that the setS farmers are using are ca- 
pable of tuning in distant stations. Few 
farmers live near enough to broadcast- 
ing stations to get much satisfaction 
from small sets, Whenever a farmer 
contemplates buying a radio set his firat 
question is about what broadcasting sta- 
tions he can get. 

Price an Obstacle. 

After a study of the reports the De- 
partment of Agriculture issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

““The farmers are just recovering from 
a great depression and they will spend 
their money carefully, The cost of good 
radio equipment has been a serious ob- 
stacle in the way of many farmers who 
have.wanted sets, but with somewhat 
increased buying power and ‘decreased 
costs for good radio equipment they can 
be expected to buy more freely. 

“The large number of makes of. sets 
and the lack of knowledge of how they 
operate prevent ‘a number of farmers 





Buying a radio set fS somewhat of a 
step in\the dark for a lot of farmers. 
There is no one source of information: to 
which the farmers or any one else can 
turn. The change and the development

ty spective radio users now are the reliable 
local dealers who are giving service with 

| the sets they sell. A great many of the 
‘farm papers have radio departments 
that answer inquiries and publish infor- 
mation of a helpful. kind. The distinctly 
radio magazines of the popular charac- 
ter contain a lot of material that will be 
found helpful in selecting and operating 
a set. Some of the State extension ser- 
vices have issued circulars on the instal- 
lation, operation and up-keep of radio 
| sets, and doubtless others may do the 
| same. 

“The increasing numbers of radio sets 
on fari.is place a responsibility upon 
those who conduct broadcasting stations 
and those who have information to dis- 
tribute. When half a million farmers 
turn a listening ear toward the broad- 
| casting. stations of the country they ex- 
| pect to hear something worth while. 
| They -expect the weather reports, mar- 
| ket reports, agricultural lectures, im- 
I'struction on various subjects from their 
| agricultural colleges and experiment sta- 
tions. A great opportunity is presented 
to those agricultural workers to put 
their information directly in the farm- 
ers’ hands.” 

It is estimated that in 1924 there were 
26,134 sets on farms in New York State, 
and today the number is 38,750. Last 
year it -was calculated that 364,800 farms 
‘owned radio receivers, and this year the

Radio Set. an. Investment. 
An Indiana agent of the Department 


“Farmers generally in this county 
think of the radio now in ‘terms of an 
investment that will return a profit dil- 
rectly through more inteJligent selling 
of live stock, This one item will prompt 
many to/buy who would not otherwise. 
Once they are installed they will re- 
ceive: the talks on farming, marketing, 
entertainments, &c. In this way they 
get first-hand information that.would 
never have been received in many cases, 

**The most encouraging thing of all is 
to ses the farmer located fifteen or 
twenty, miles from a railroad with a 
radio and truck, This week I was talk- 
ing to a man eighteen miles from a rail- 
road whovhas a radio. The suggestion 
was madé that he had practically as 
wood facilities for marketing now as the 
man near town. He agreed. He said 
when he was young two or three days 
were neéded to dispose of a load of 
hogs. They took chances on what the 
market would be when they reached the 
yards. Now he could put. his hogs on 
the city market in two or three. hours 
and knew what the market was before 
he left the farm. These are the farmers 
that receive the greatest benefit from 
the radio, in my estimation.” 

A Nebraska agent sald: “‘Every ele- 
vator In this county receives its market 
reports by radio. The same can be said 
of most shippers of live stock. 

“In most, cases these reports come in 
the morning, and as the farmer fs in the 
field at that time he fs not able to get 
them, From 12:30 to 1 finds the farmer 
at leisure. Most farmers would appre- 
clate the reports in the evening, we will 
say from 7 to 8. I look on the radio as 
one of the big .factors tn keeping the 
_present generation on the fafm, as you 
are able to keep in touch with the world.

Wrecking of Putnam Bullding 
for Paramount Theatre Will 
Begin This Week.

New Edifice to Be Twenty-nine 
Stories in HMelght — Costly 
Elghth Avenue Operation. 


Times Square will witness early next 
month the beginning of two mammoth 
building operations involving several 
millions of dollars. One ‘will be the 
“‘twenty-nine-story office structure, in- 
Cluding the Paramount moving picture 
Aheatre, occupying the elite of the Put- 
nam Building, on the westerly Broadway 
block front ‘between Forty-third and 
Forty-fourth Streets, and the other will 
include a large hotel and two theatres 
on the easterly Eighth Avenue block 
front between Forty-fourth and Forty- 
fifth Streets, 
It is interesting to note that both of 
these properties formed.a portion of the 
ancient Medcef Eden farm, purchased 
more than a century ago by the original 
John Jacob Astor and held by various 
members of the family until a few years 
ago. For several years these block 

fronts have been awaiting improvéments 
commensurate with the rapid increase in 
land valuations. 

Wrecking of the Putnam Building, & 
six-story structure on the Broadway 
plot, will begin next Thursday. Although 
less than twenty years old, that struc- 
ture has long been regarded as a land- 
mark in the Times Square centre, and 
during its occupancy for nearly fifteen 


years by Shanley’s Restaurant, on the 
ground floor, it contributed materially 
to the gayety and night life activity of 
the city. Some of the tenants, many of 
whom have been there for years, de- 
parted yesterday and the remainder will 
move out on Wednesday. 

The new building, which, when com- 
pleted next year, will be the .loftiest 
structure in the Times Square. centre, is 
being erected by the Famous Players- 
Lasky Corporation, from plans by C. W. 
and George L. Rapp of Chicago, and is 
estimated to cost $7,500,000. The Para- 
mount Theatre, which will occupy the 
greater part of the ground floor area, 
will accommodate 4,000 persons and will 
be one of the most a icently 
equipped amusement houses iti-the city.

Old Chelsea Houses on Franklin Terrace Altered Into Apartments 
by Harold Korn. 








From a Country Lane 
To the Heart of New York 


Not so very many years ago a 
country lane-and today the heart of 
New York describes the phenomenal 
development of Forty-second Street. 

A little over 100 years ago th> hub 
of New York City centred in City 
Hall Park. After a generation or 
more this hub was transferred from 
.City Hall Park in 1815; northward to 
Union Square in 1850, to Madison 
Square in 1875, to Herald Square in 
1895, to Times and Pershing Squares 
in 1919 and is now centred in Forty- 
second Street. At present this street 
stands pre-eminent as the logical cen- 
tre of New York City..* 

In 1852 Forty-second Street came 
prominently into the public eye 
through the selection of Bryant Park 
as the site for the Crystal Palace and 
the World Fair.

Historic Meeting There. 


The Putnam Building stands on land 
famous from Revolutionary times as the 
meeting place between General Washing- 
ton and General Israe] Putnam on Sept. 
15,1776, shortly after the disastrous bat- 
tle of Long Island and the day before 
the battle of Harlem Heights. A bronze 
tablet recording that event was placed 
on the building several years ago by the 
Sons of the Revolution, and it will have 
a@ conspicuous place on the new edifice. 

The Putnam Building was. opened in 
1909. It replaced a famous hostelry 
known as the Barrington Hotel, kept by 
@ man by the name-of Allen; who, prior 
to 1890, leased four of the old houses 
on the block from the Astor family and 
remodeled them as the Allen Hotel. In 
1896 he leased the other four houses and, 
connecting them for hotel. purposes, re- 
named it the Barrington, which was the 
name of a Rhode Island town where Mr. 
Allen had a Summer home. For many 
years'the Barrington enjoyed a wide pop- 
ularity among actors and singers, and 
when the old place closed on May 1, 
1908, it was mournful occasion for 
several conanté, who had lived there for 
twenty years or more. 

The Putnam Building was erected by 
is Interesting to note that in 1905, when 
THe NEw YORK Times on Jan. 1, that 
year, took. possession of its tower build- 
ing on Forty-second and Forty-third 
Streets, the old Barrington Hotel block 
was assessed &t $1,216,000, whereas last 
year its land assessment was $3,200,000, 
an increase in twenty years of close to 
$2,000,000. In 1915 the Pxtnam Building 
plot, including both bwiding and land, 
was assessed at $2,360,000, and in 1924 
at $3,400,000, an-—increase in nearly ten 
years $1,040,000. These values cov- 
ered they Broadway frontage of 200.10 
feet by 100 feet on each street. 


Rapid Increase in Value. 


The entire plot now under improve- 
ment, 200.30 by 207, had an assessment 
in 1917, including land and buildings, of 
$3,300,000, ,and seven years iater, in 
1924, it had risen to $4,500,000, an ad- 
van of. $1,200,000. The land assess-. 
men# in the meanwhile had increased 
1,040,000, the 1917 land value being 
$5°200,000, while in 1924 it was $4,240,000. 

On the death of Colonel Astor, who 
was one of the victims of the Titanic 
disaster in April, 1912, the property re- 
verted to his son, Vincent Astor, and in 
‘the Spring of 1919 he sold the Putnam 
and Westover Court buildi to Robert 
E. Simon for about $4,000,000. In Oc- 
tober of the same year Mr. Simon sold 
the entire property. to the 1,493 Broad- 
* Corporation, of which Adolph Zukor 
ia President, for what was reputed to be 
avery substantial profit. r. Zukor, 
who also is President of the Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation, leased the 
plot to that company on twenty-one- 
year terms, with the igtention of making 
the present improvement within a short 
ti

The Putnam Building, despite the fact 
that it was a comparatively low etruc- 
ture for such‘an important and valuable 
centre of the city, has always been well 
rented, the upper floors being largely ten- 
anted by theatrical agencies:.

INAUGURATE MOVE 
TO SECURE TERMINAL 


Condemnation Proceeding Under 
Way for Long Island City ~ 


Ferry Site.

Condemnation proceedings for a ter- 
minal site at the foot of Seventh Street, 
Long Island City, are now under way. 
At a meeting of the Board of Estimate, 
held last August by request of the 
Queensboro Chamber of Commerce, 
$200,000 was appropriated to secure the 
terminal site for the Long Island City 
terminus of the proposed Manhattan- 
“Long Island City Ferry and to open the 
service, a step made necessary by the 
traffic congestion on the Queensboro 
Bridge. The Manhattan terminal. will 
be at the foot of Thirty-fourth Street. 

Since the Long Island Railroad discon- 
tinued its ferry service between Thirty- 
fourth Street and Borden Avenue the 
heavy automobile and _ horse-drawn 
trucks which formerly used the ferry 
have, been driven to the bridge. This 
slow-moving traffic has had the effect 
of increasing the congestion on the 
bridge. 

A special committee of the chamber, 
headed by George H. ‘Wilcockson, called 
on Borough President Connolly and re- 
quested his aid in securing the operation 
of such a ferry by the city. 

With the appropriation of $200,000. for 
the purpose, Commissioner Mills of the 
Department of Plant and Structures was 
authorized to put the ferry in operation 
as soon as possible. 

Commissioner Milis has informed the 
Chamber that he will try to get early 
possession of the land at the foot of 
Seventh Street without waiting for the 
completion of condemnation proceedings, 
which ordinarily require three months. 
It will then take another three months 
to build the necessary slips. 

The Commissioner said he has plenty 
of boats available for operating the 
ferry. Of twelve new boats ordered last 
year, six have been delivered and the 
romaieget will be completed within a 
month.

An interesting story is told ofthe. pur- 
chase. of the plot, 50 by 100, at the north- 
west corner of Roosevelt Avenue and 
Eighth Street, about fourteen years ago, 
according to Edward J. McKay for $25,- 
000. Local wiseacres, at that time, ex- 
pressed their sympathy for the purchaser 
and said that, in their opinion, he would 
never get his money back. 

The purchaser subsequently acquired 
the balance of the block on Seventh 
Street, bringing his total investment to 
about $50,000. It is stated that $160,000 
has been refused for the property, and 
that a recent proposal to lease the eleven 
lot; at 6 per cent. on a $200,000 valua- 
tion has been declined. 

In discussing the Jackson Heights 
zone, George Serper said: 

“A corner, 100 by 175, on Jackson 
Avenue, was sold to a client for $43,000; 
it was resold during the Summer for 
$65,000, and last month, the owner re- 
fused $85,000 cash. 

“The sum of $30,000 was paid in 1922 
for a block front on the north side of 
Jackson Avenue a few blocks east of 
Twenty-fifth Street; “after passing 
jthrough two or three hands, the same 
property was sold last year for $107,250. 

“Two large building operations are 
now under way north of Northern Boule- 
vard. One concern is planning the erec- 
tion -of 2,000 two-family houses to sell 
at $14,250 to $15,750 apiece. Another 
company will build 150 dwellings. I sold 
the lots for these projects for close to 
$3,000 each, without street improve- 
ments. In 1921-22, the same lots brought 
only $700 to $800 each.’’ 

On Roosevelt Avenue, adjacent tothe 
Jackson Heights subway station on the 
Queensboro . subway, ten lots on: the 
north side.of the avenue, from Twenty- 
second to ‘Twenty-third Street, sold in 
1920 at $1,000 each, and were resold last 
Summer, for improvement, for $103,000. 

Tha block front of. ten lots on the south 
side ef the avenue, from Twenty-third 
to Twenty-fourth Street, sold last 
Spring for $80,000, and is now improved 
with brick, two and three story stores 
and apartments, 

The owner of a tract containing about 
250 lots, a few hundred feet south of 
Roosevelt Avenue, between Twenty-first 
and Twenty-fourth Streets, has refused 
an offer of $850,000. These lots, in 1920 
and 1921, could have been purchased for 
about $900 each. The entire tract is held 
today at $1,000,000, or an average of 
$4,000 per lot. |
